If  you’re  looking  for 
a  genuine  1799  cent  with  a  clear  date  and  don’t  want  to  spend  megabucks, 
this  would  be  a  good  choice.

Above  are  five  large  stars,  while 
flanking  are  two  plain  scrolls;  at  the  base  is  C.  C.  JULIAN.  The  obverse  bear 
and  stars  are  meant  to  depict  the  constellation  Ursa  Major  (The  Great  Bear), 
and  refer  to  the  location  of  the  New  Monte  Cristo  mine  in  Constellation, 
Yavapai  County,  Arizona,  about  1 1  miles  northeast  of  Wickenburg.  The 
reverse  is  inscribed  at  the  top  NEW  MONTE  CRISTO,  and  at  the  bottom 
dated  1927.  In  the  center,  within  a  beaded  circle,  is  a  crossed  miner’s  shovel 
and  pickax.  Additional  decoration  is  added  by  the  inclusion  of  two  scrolls 
similar  to  those  on  the  other  side.  Medium  to  deep  antique  gray,  overall. 

According  to  Ghost  Towns  of  Arizona,  Constellation  Camp  was  situated  at  the 
site  of  the  Monte  Cristo  Mine,  owned  between  1912  and  1920  by  Ezra  W. 
Thayer.  He  apparently  never  put  the  mine  into  production,  and  sold  it  later 
to  C.  C.  Julian,  a  notorious  promoter  of  fraudulent  get-rich-quick  schemes, 
whose  checkered  past  was  quite  colorful.  Conjecture  has  it  that  Julian  took 
advantage  of  the  many  visiting  easterners  coming  to  the  dude  ranches  at 
Wickenburg,  defrauding  them  with  his  false  claims  for  silver  at  the  New 
Monte  Cristo  mine.  The  presently  offered  medal,  one  of  about  six  believed 
known  today,  may  represent  a  promotional  scheme  by  Julian,  and  could  quite 
possibly  have  been  a  memento  of  an  investment  given  to  an  unsuspecting 
easterner  after  he  had  parted  with  a  sufficient  amount  of  cash!

By  holding  a  high-grade  (usually  Extremely 
Fine  or  About  Uncirculated)  coin  against  a  whirring  wire  brush  wheel,  a  per¬ 
son  could  impart  falsified  (but  easily  spotted)  “luster.”  This  tricked  novices,  of 
course,  but  rarely  a  trained  collector.  Out  went  a  hue  and  cry,  and  the  whizzers 
hightailed  it  into  other  more  lucrative  professions  like  offering  Ponzi-style 
internet  dot-com  schemes.  Once  in  awhile  a  whizzed  coin  from  that  decade 
surfaces,  although  fortunately  this  is  becoming  less  common.  It  is  hoped  the 
successful  bidder  will  carry  this  piece  in  his  pocket  for  a  few  weeks  to  wear  its 
false  luster  down  so  that  no  future  collector  will  be  cheated.

From  the  new  edition  of  the  Margolis-  Weinberg  reference  on  America’s  error 
coinage:  “Laminations  is  a  category  of  error  coins  which  occur  when  a  blank 
is  made  incorrectly.  If  impurities,  foreign  matter,  gasses,  or  other  unintended 
materials  were  entrapped  inside  the  metal  when  it  was  molten  and  poured 
into  an  ingot,  those  impurities  will  eventually  show  up  in  the  planchets 
which  will  be  used  to  make  coins.  There  will  be  a  discontinuity  in  that  metal 
which  may  show  up  on  the  struck  coin  as  surface  defects. 

“The  analogy  here  would  be  the  making  of  raisin  bread.  If  we  consider  the 
raisin  to  be  the  “impurity”,  it  is  mixed  into  the  dough  when  it  is  kneaded. 
Later,  the  raisin  is  baked  into  the  loaf  of  bread.  Still  later,  when  that  loaf  of 
bread  is  sliced,  the  raisin  will  remain  in  one  of  the  slices  and  be  entrapped  in 
that  slice.  If  we  compare  the  bread  slice  to  the  coinage  blank  with  an  impu¬ 
rity  trapped  inside,  the  comparison  allows  the  collector  to  visualize  what  the 
impurity  is. 

“The  presence  of  that  impurity,  whether  it  be  slag,  foreign  matter,  or  even 
incorrectly  mixed  alloy  metals,  will  result  in  the  impurity  preventing  the 
blank  from  containing  a  solid  and  uninterrupted  mass  of  metal,  when  the 
coin  is  struck  the  impurity  will  show  up  as  a  ragged  or  rough  area  on  the  coin 
which  can  assume  quite  a  few  different  shapes.  The  form  the  error  will  take 
is  dependent  upon  the  nature  of  the  impurity  and  where  it  happens  to  be 
located  in  the  planchet.

HISTORIC  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


See  Color  Plates 

4001  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Medium  copper-nickel  tan  toning  with  a  more  coppery  colored  band  crossing  the  lower  reverse.  The  fields  some¬ 

what  matte  finished  rather  than  mirrored;  a  tiny  hairline  mark  ascending  from  the  top  of  the  O  in  ONE  on  reverse.  Free  from  carbon  spots.  Choice  all  around, 
and  very  well  struck  on  the  eagle,  the  letters  in  legend,  and  everywhere  on  the  wreath.  (PCGS  holder  5810972) 

In  a  reference  to  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cents  that  appeared  in  print  about  ten  years  ago,  researcher  and  noted  scholar  Q.  David  Bowers  described  the  background 
concerning  this  famed  rarity: 

“In  1849  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  advised  Robert  Maskell  Patterson,  director  of  the  Mint,  that  it  was  studying  the  reduction  of  the  size  of  the  one- 
cent  piece.  In  1850,  the  following  year,  the  Mint  produced  several  patterns.  Struck  in  billon  (an  alloy  of  90%  copper  and  10%  silver)  and  copper,  the  pieces  had 
holes  at  the  center  in  the  manner  of  Chinese  coins.  The  diameter  approximated  that  of  a  dime.  In  1851  additional  patterns  were  made  of  the  so-called  annular, 
or  ring,  cent.  The  cumbersome  large  cent  was  finding  increasing  disfavor  with  the  public,  and  many  complaints  were  registered  with  the  Mint  and  government 
officials.  In  1853  patterns  containing  nickel  and  copper  in  various  alloy  mixtures  were  produced.  It  was  believed  that  nickel,  being  valued  at  $2  per  pound,  would 
permit  a  smaller  diameter  coin  to  be  made  with  the  intrinsic  value  remaining  sufficiently  high.  The  following  year,  1854,  saw  the  production  of  additional  pat¬ 
terns.  Made  in  copper  and  related  alloys,  the  pieces  depicted  various  designs  including  Liberty  seated  (crudely  reduced  on  a  pantograph  lathe  from  the  obverse  of 
an  1854  silver  dollar),  a  Liberty  head  style  similar  to  that  used  on  regular  issue  large  cents  but  without  stars,  and  a  flying  eagle  design  resurrected  from  Gobrecht’s 
pattern  silver  coins  of  1836-1839.  In  1855  additional  flying  eagle  patterns  were  made. 

“As  experimentation  continued,  demand  for  the  abandonment  of  the  old-style  copper  cent  increased.  James  Ross  Snowden  reported  that  by  1857  the  production 
of  large  copper  cents  and  half  cents  barely  paid  the  coinage  expenses  involved.  The  Act  of  February  21,  1857,  provided  that  a  new  standard  be  adopted  and  thus 
sounded  the  death  knell  for  the  old-type  coppers.  The  public  was  urged  to  redeem  all  cents  of  the  old  standard.  Within  a  few  years  large  cents  became  curiosi¬ 
ties. 

“Following  considerable  experimentation  with  reduced-diameter  cents  and  various  alloys,  Director  Snowden  decided  in  1856  that  a  mixture  of  88%  copper  and 
12%  nickel,  the  compound  later  called  copper-nickel,  was  best.  Initially  about  50  trial  pieces  were  made  from  regular  half  cent  dies  to  test  the  new  alloy.  Encour¬ 
aged,  Snowden  requested  that  Mint  engraver  James  B.  Longacre  produce  new  cent  dies  of  smaller  diameter  featuring  a  flying  eagle  on  the  obverse,  modeled  after 
the  Gobrecht  patterns.  This  was  subsequently  done,  and  somewhere  between  600  and  700  examples,  with  the  frosty  surface  known  today  as  ‘Uncirculated’  (rather 
than  Proof),  were  distributed  to  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  200  pieces  to  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures,  four  to 
President  Franklin  Pierce,  a  number  of  various  newspaper  editors  and  others  of  influence,  and  additional  pieces  to  persons  associated  with  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment.  In  later  years  the  flying  eagle  cent  became  a  popular  collector’s  item,  and  additional  pieces  were  restruck.  It  is  believed  that  the  restrikes  amounted  to  approx¬ 
imately  1,000  pieces,  giving  a  total  original  production  somewhere  in  the  1,600  to  1,800  range.”  (The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  differs  with  these  esti¬ 
mates  and  pegs  the  mintage  at  about  1 ,000  pieces,  a  considerably  lower  figure.  In  any  event,  of  the  original  pieces  minted,  many  have  been  lost  today,  even  among 
the  Proofs.)

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AN  1857  FLYING  EAGLE 

W  ITH  DOUBLING  ON  DATE  AND  EAGLE’S  TAIL 


4002  1857  Flying  Eagle.  “Mechanical  Doubling”  on  Eagle  and  Date.  NGC 

graded  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  struck  and  lustrous,  a  handsome  Gem  speci¬ 
men. 

The  eagle’s  tail  shows  mechanical  doubling  as  do  the  digits  in  the  date. 
“Many  struck  coins  have  design  features  which  have  a  form  of  doubled  out¬ 
lines,”  observes  the  Margolis- Weinberg  book  on  mint  errors.  “The  doubled 
outlines  have  one  set  of  characteristics. 

“In  each  case  the  major  image  is  the  intended  high  relief  design  element. 
There  will  be  a  minor  image  which  is  flat  and  low  relief  appearing  as  a  sec¬ 
ondary  outline  on  these  same  design  elements.  As  a  rule  (but  not  always) 
these  features  will  appear  on  the  design  elements  which  are  closer  to  the  edges 
of  the  coin  rather  than  towards  the  center. 

“When  there  is  looseness  in  the  press  mechanisms,  this  play  allows  die  move¬ 
ment  during  the  strike.  As  the  dies  strike  the  blank  and  form  the  coin,  pres¬ 
sure  is  increased  on  the  dies.  If  loose,  the  die  will  have  a  tendency  to  twist 
while  in  contact  with  the  planchet.  The  twisting  movement  causes  the  die  to 
drag  across  the  face  of  the  coin,  pulling  the  planchet  metal  with  it.  This  cre¬ 
ates  the  flat  outline  effect  on  many  of  the  designs. 

“The  term  describing  this  type  of  doubled  outlines  is  “mechanical  doubling”. 
It  indicates  that  the  doubling  is  not  part  of  the  die  design.  Rather,  it  is  caused 
by  die  movement  against  the  blank  during  the  moment  of  the  strike,  because 
of  mechanical  faults  in  the  press. 

“To  identify  mechanical  doubling  as  compared  to  true  doubled  dies,  the  evi¬ 
dence  is  usually  on  the  coin  itself.  A  true  doubled  die  will  have  been  caused 
by  an  incorrectly  prepared  die  which  has  multiple  images  built  into  it.  The 
resulting  struck  coins  will  have  two  sets  of  design  images,  displaced  so  that 
two  images  of  each  feature  will  be  visible  in  approximately  equal  heights. 

“The  doubling  caused  by  mechanical  flaws  in  the  press,  and  which  are  not 
part  of  the  die  design,  will  usually  have  one  image  which  is  high  and  proper¬ 
ly  formed.  The  secondary  image  will  be  flat  and  have  a  smeared  or  spread 
effect  close  to  the  field  along  side  the  primary  image.”

4003  1857  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Vibrant  mint  luster  that 
dances  and  careens  across  the  surface.  A  bold  strike  where  only  the  eagle’s 
claw  shows  any  weakening.  The  wreath  is  bold.  This  is  the  first  year  of  gen¬ 
eral  circulation  for  the  Flying  Eagle  Cents.  Had  it  not  been  for  major  strik¬ 
ing  difficulties  from  the  design’s  placement  and  alignment  on  the  dies  this 
may  have  continued  for  many  years.  The  Flying  Eagle  Cent  was  the  brain¬ 
child  of  the  mint’s  chief  engraver  at  the  time,  James  B.  Longacre.

4006  1858  Large  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Minor  flyspecks  on  both 
sides.  Vibrant  —  indeed,  flashy  —  mint  luster  throughout,  with  all  devices 
sharp.  There  is  a  short  die  crack  from  the  base  of  the  tail  to  the  rim  below.  A 
superb  example. 

Mint  designer-engraver  James  Barton  Longacre  reworked  Gobrecht’s  famous 
flying  eagle  of  1836-9  and  placed  it  on  the  obverse  of  America’s  first  Small 
Cents.  These  were  first  given  the  name  “white  cents”  by  the  public  and  must 
have  been  strikingly  brilliant  and  silvery  when  new  compared  to  the  old  red 
Large  Cents  then  being  withdrawn.  For  the  reverse  Longacre  adapted  his 
wreath  of  cereals  design  first  used  on  Gold  Dollars  and  Three-dollar  Gold 
pieces.  Together,  these  borrowings  combine  to  give  us  one  of  our  nation’s 
most  attractive  coin  designs.  It  is  unfortunate  the  Flying  Eagle  had  to  be 
retired  so  suddenly.  Unfortunate,  that  is,  for  lovers  of  artistic  coinage;  but  for¬ 
tunate  for  today’s  avid  coin  buyers.

well  struck  on  eagle’s  head,  wings,  tail  and  claw,  also  with  a  very  bold  wreath.

The  Indian  Head  cent  first  issued  in  1859  is  actually  a  representation  of  Lib¬ 
erty  wearing  an  Indian  headdress,  not  an  actual  Indian.  The  first  year  featured 
a  laurel  wreath  on  the  reverse.  This  was  changed  after  one  year  to  the  oak 
wreath  with  a  small  shield.  Coins  of  1859  and  early  1860  show  a  pointed 
bust.  Those  made  from  late  1860  until  1864  have  a  more  rounded  bust  tip. 
Prior  to  the  issuance  of  five  cent  nickel  pieces  in  1 866,  these  cents  were  com¬ 
monly  referred  to  as  “nickels”  or  “nicks”  since  they  were  our  first  coins  with 
nickel  in  the  alloy.  The  mint  struck  800  Proofs  in  1859.

4009  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Frosty  gem  Uncirculated,  spot  free  and 

pleasing  to  the  eye.  First  Indian  Cent  design  incorporates  Longacre’s  familiar 
head  of  a  girl  wearing  Indian  war  bonnet.  The  reverse,  used  only  in  1 859,  has 
a  narrow  laurel  wreath  enclosing  the  denomination  ONE  CENT. 

The  copper-nickel  cents  of  1856-64  are  12%  nickel  and  88%  copper,  weigh¬ 
ing  72  grains,  which  is  less  than  half  the  Large  Cent's  that  preceded  it.  Mil¬ 
lions  were  struck  beginning  in  1857,  to  replace  the  unpopular  and  unwieldy 
larger  coins.

ing.  This  attractive  1860  Proof  is  high  on  the  scale  of  those  that  survive  from 
an  original  mintage  of  1,000.

The  number  of  copper-nickel  cents  in  the  country  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
was  not  far  from  one  hundred  million.  These  had  been  forced  into  circula¬ 
tion  by  exchange  for  Spanish  silver  coins,  as  well  as  by  sales  for  gold  and  sil¬ 
ver  coins  of  the  United  States,  until  they  flooded  the  channels  of  retail  trade, 
became  a  public  nuisance,  and  sold  at  a  discount  in  the  cities.  The  repeal  of 
the  law  authorizing  the  exchange  for  Spanish  fractions  had  greatly  reduced 
their  coinage,  and  in  1861  only  enough  were  produced  to  replace  the  old 
copper  coins  returned  for  redemption,  hence  the  low  10,100,000  mintage 
this  year.

fiery  red  color;  impeccable,  spot  free  surfaces. 

Before  the  Act  of  April  22,  1864,  which  authorized  the  bronze  cents  weigh¬ 
ing  48  grains,  was  passed,  experiments  were  carried  out  in  substituting  other 
metals,  such  as  aluminum  and  tin,  for  the  nickel  in  the  alloy  to  be  used  for 
striking  cents.  The  “white  cents”  of  1857-64  had  proved  difficult  to  manu¬ 
facture  and  were  destructive  of  the  dies,  reducing  die  life.  The  alloy  of  88% 
copper  and  12%  nickel,  authorized  for  the  cent  by  the  Act  of  Feb.  21,  1857, 
had  been  found  to  be  hard  and  difficult  to  work.  Therefore,  on  December.  8, 
1 863,  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury,  S.  P.  Chase,  as  follows: 

“In  my  last  annual  report  I  recommended  the  disuse  of  Nickel  in  our  cent 
coinage,  and  the  substitution  of  the  alloy  lately  introduced  in  France  &  Eng¬ 
land,  called  bronze.  It  is  composed  of  95  per.ct.  copper,  3  pcr.ct.  tin,  and  2 
per.ct.  zinc,  and  makes  a  beautiful  and  ductile  Alloy.” 

I  he  result  is  this  48-grain  weight  bronze  cent,  of  which  this  one  of  the  rare 
superb  Gem  Red  Proof  examples.  Mintage  of  these  is  believed  to  have  been 
approximately  150.

Blazing  red  color  that  appears  fresh  from  the  dies,  the  new 
French  bronze  alloy  used  this  year  for  the  first  time,  replaces  the  thicker, 
heavier  72-grain  copper-nickel  blanks.  The  new  alloy,  which  weighs  48- 
grains  standard,  would  be  in  use  thenceforward  until  1 982  with  only  minor 
lapses! 

The  majority  of  the  One-cent  pieces  were  in  the  Northern  states,  especially 
in  the  East  at  this  time.  There  were  none  in  circulation  in  the  Pacific  region, 
and  the  Southern  states  had  very  few,  possibly  not  more  than  fifteen  or  twen¬ 
ty  millions.  These  copper-nickel  and  later,  bronze,  coins,  worth  as  bullion 
about  half  as  much  as  their  money  value,  did  not  disappear  when  the  silver 
coins  vanished  in  July,  1862.  They  continued  to  circulate  and  for  a  short 
while,  before  the  vast  outpouring  of  shinplasters,  they  constituted  the  only 
small  change  in  the  Northern  states.  Tied  up  in  bundles  of  25,  50,  or  100 
pieces,  they  were  widely  used  in  retail  trade.  Bus  companies,  theatres,  and 
restaurants  accepted  these  rolls  everywhere.  A  retail  store  in  New  York 
received  so  many  Indian  Cents  that  the  floor  of  the  room  in  which  they  were 
stored  collapsed!  (This  according  to  Neil  Carrothers  in  his  book  Fractional 
Money.)

The  so-called  Panic  of  1873  was  the  first  since  the  Panic  of  1857  (which  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  two  decades  after  the  Panic  of  1837).  In  1873  the  problems  were 
centered  in  and  around  the  stock  market.  Farmers  reacted  against  the  rail¬ 
roads’  high  tariffs;  and  certain  other  railroad  policies,  not  to  overlook  a  gen¬ 
erally  poor  reputation  for  integrity,  caused  many  railroad  stocks  and  bonds  to 
lose  value.  European  investors,  who  had  been  a  source  of  our  stock  market’s 
activity  (and  who  were  major  investors  in  the  various  Western  mines,  includ¬ 
ing  Comstock  Lode  enterprises),  withdrew  their  capital,  causing  prices  to  fall 
even  further.  On  September  18th,  Jay  Cooke  &  Company,  agent  for  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  failed.  Black  Friday,  September  19th,  saw  stocks 
fall  precipitously.  Numerous  banks  and  brokerages  houses  failed,  primarily  in 
New  York  City.  The  stock  exchange  closed  for  1 0  days,  but  the  damage  was 
done,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  an  estimated  5,100  businesses  failed  as  mil¬ 
lions  were  thrown  out  of  work.  The  depression  lasted  through  1 877.  Wages 
dropped  20%  to  25%  and  the  prices  of  many  goods  and  services  fell  as  Amer¬ 
ica  went  through  a  period  of  debt  liquidation.

“I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  ‘figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  1  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 
those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.”

ing  with  splashes  of  gold  plus  a  dab  of  blue  iridescence.  Superb  as  to  strike, 
equally  stunning  luster  and  overall  state  of  preservation.  It  is  unusual  to  find 
the  branch  mint  Type  1  Quarters  fully  struck;  Denver  and  San  Francisco 
tended  to  be  a  step  behind  the  home  mint  at  Philadelphia  in  the  quality  of 
their  production.  But  that  isn’t  the  case  here,  no  indeed!  The  coin  is  a  hand¬ 
some  gem.

Herman  A.  MacNeil  made  the  designs  for  a  quarter  dollar  which  was 
“intended  to  typify  in  a  measure  the  awakening  interest  of  the  country  to 
its  own  protection.”  Liberty  is  shown  “stepping  forward  to  the  gateway 
of  the  country.”  The  shield  is  raised  “in  the  attitude  of  protection.”  “The 
right  hand  bears  the  olive  branch  of  peace.” 


4222  1917-D  Type  1.  ICG  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  Head.  Another  1917-D 

of  the  first  type,  this  also  from  the  same  collection  of  hand-selected  coin,  and 
this  time  fully,  gloriously  brilliant  snowy  white.  From  head  to  toe  Liberty  is 
bold;  her  shield  is  also  sharply  impressed  by  the  coining  dies.  On  the  reverse, 
the  identical  situation  prevails,  with  complete,  sharp  eagle,  and  problem  free 
legends. 

United  States  silver  coins  struck  in  1916  and  early  1917  possess  a  “textured" 
luster,  almost  velvety,  unlike  anything  before  or  since.  The  velvety  texture  is 
most  notable  on  sharp  Mint  State  specimens  of  the  new  designs:  Mercury 
Dime,  Standing  Liberty  Quarter,  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.  The  closest 
one  can  come  in  comparison  is  on  the  very  rare  Matte  Proofs  and  Satin  Fin¬ 
ish  Proofs  also  struck  in  the  teens.  The  present  Standing  Liberty  Type  1 
Quarter  shows  this  textured  luster  to  its  fullest  (and,  we  might  add,  quite 
alluring)  effect.  We  encourage  all  collectors  to  examine  such  coins  for  their 
beauty  and  intelligent  designs,  since  this  was  American  coinage  art  at  its 
zenith.

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4223  1917-S  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  Head.  A  coin  with  a 

distinct  advantage  over  others  in  having  superior  luster,  a  full,  sharp  strike, 
and  outstanding  (superb)  preservation.  We  detect  one  tiny  mark  above  Lib¬ 
erty’s  breast,  and  perhaps  a  hairline  or  two  (hardly  noticeable).  Well  placed  in 
its  grade  category. 

By  the  Act  of  Sept.  26,  1890  any  coin  design  could  be  changed  only  after  25 
years’  tenure.  The  Barber  quarter’s  statutory  lease  was  due  to  expire  in  1917 
—  though  it  could  have  remained  in  production  decades  longer,  like  the  Lin¬ 
coln  cent.  On  Dec.  28,  1915,  the  Treasury  announced  a  competition  for  new 
designs  for  the  dime,  quarter  dollar,  and  half  dollar.  Hermon  MacNeil  won 
top  honors  for  his  standing  Liberty  design  chosen  for  this  quarter  dollar. 
MacNeil’s  model  for  Liberty  was  identified  as  Dora  Doscher  (Mrs.  H. 
William  Baum),  later  an  actress  in  silent  films  under  the  name  of  Doris 
Doree.

Before  Barber  completed  the  working  hubs  for  1917,  he  modified  the  original 
master  die.  On  1916  quarters,  leaves  are  broad  and  close  together;  on  1917s, 
they  are  narrower  and  farther  apart,  especially  the  two  immediately  left  of  L; 
configuration  of  drapery  above  1 9  differs;  position  of  toes  (above  7)  differs;  star 
below  W  is  closer  to  line,  and  all  stars  are  in  higher  relief.

some,  lightly  toned  gem  has  a  combined  NGC/PCGS  population  of  5,  there  being  none  higher.  It  is  a  downright  gorgeous  coin.  As  well  as  having  a  sharp  head  on 
Liberty,  the  shield  itself  is  extremely  bold  —  so  unlike  most  that  are  seen  on  dates  in  the  teens  and  early  twenties,  especially  those  from  1 9 1 7-24.  A  full  eagle  and 
full  gown  on  Liberty  completes  the  presentation,  and  earns  this  coin  top  honors  in  the  aesthetic  department,  top  honors  for  being  so  aesthetically  pleasing,  indeed 
alluring.  Expect  to  see  some  active  competition  for  other  bidders  in  the  room  when  its  turn  comes  to  cross  the  auction  block.  (NGC  holder  959419-003)

that  the  eagle  had  the  “head  of  a  hawk,  the  wings  of  an  eagle,  the  body  of  a  dove”  according  to  Schwarz  { 1 974}.

the  topmost  portions  of  Liberty’s  body,  leg  and  shield.  The  surface  is  excep¬ 
tional  in  being  lightly  toned,  free  from  spotting.  Better  still,  the  entire  coin 
has  great  aesthetic  appeal  since  the  toning  with  the  luster  plus  the  design  and 
strike  come  together  into  a  single  harmonious  whole.  The  date  digits  are  full, 
we  should  finally  point  out,  displaying  a  clear  8/7  figure. 

During  the  closing  months  of  1917,  large  wartime  coinage  requirements  had 
to  be  completed  in  haste.  The  Philadelphia  Mint’s  Engraving  Department 
was  simultaneously  making  dies  for  1917  “Type  II”  and  1918;  in  particular, 
1 9 1 8-dated  dies  for  the  branch  mints  had  to  be  ready  well  in  advance  of  the 
year’s  end,  so  that  the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  production  could  com¬ 
mence  at  once  with  manufacture  of  this  denomination.  One  working  die 
received  a  blow  from  a  1917  hub,  routinely  went  to  the  annealing  furnaces 
to  be  readied  for  subsequent  blows,  but  through  error  returned  to  the  wrong 
press  where  it  received  its  other  blow  from  a  1918  bub.  (This  annealing 
between  blows  in  the  die-making  step  is  necessary  to  prevent  working  dies 
from  becoming  stress-hardened  and  brittle  enough  to  shatter  on  subsequent 
impressions  from  the  hub.)  Inspectors  failed  to  detect  the  error.  This  obverse 
was  mintmarked  for  San  Francisco  and  used  —  briefly  —  in  coinage.  Col¬ 
lectors  first  became  aware  of  the  variety  in  1937,  and  retrieved  survivors  from 
circulation  then  and  over  the  next  few  years.  Coins  grading  higher  than 
Extremely  Fine  are  very  rare.

1919-S  is  one  of  the  semi-keys  in  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  Dollar  set.

The 
head  as  well  as  the  shield,  with  its  smaller  center  Union  insignia,  crisp  and 
bold;  there  are  complete  rivets  lining  the  edge  of  the  outer  shield  along  with 
the  two  raised  outlines.  In  short,  a  coin  that  is  in  the  top  stature  of  preserva¬ 
tion,  and  one,  reported  above,  that  has  a  very  low  grading  census.  (Figures  are 
for  PCGS  &  NGC  combined.) 

There  were  three  coin  hoarders  operating  in  America  in  the  early  1930s.  That 
is  why  no  date  or  mintmark  can  be  said  to  be  rare  in  mint  state  (except  of 
course  in  Full  Head),  owing  to  activities  of  the  Gees,  Pukall,  and  Wayte  Ray¬ 
mond,  who  retrieved  many  original  bank  rolls  during  the  Depression,  espe¬ 
cially  from  cash  reserves  of  failed  banks.  However,  not  many  rolls  turned  up 
of  1921  or  1923  S,  and  the  1920-D  has  always  been  a  notable  rarity  when 
sharply  struck.

The  Mint  Act  of  Sept.  26,  1890,  specified  that  thereafter  coin  designs  could 
be  changed  only  after  they  had  been  in  use  25  years.  As  of  1891,  dimes,  quar¬ 
ters,  and  half  dollars  became  eligible.  Implementing  this  opportunity,  the 
Treasury  announced  the  half  dollar,  quarter  dollar,  and  dime  series  that 
would  go  on  to  recognition  as  Barber’s  coinage,  after  the  engraver  and  artists 
who  fashioned  them,  Charles  E.  Barber.  Production  continued  uninterrupt¬ 
ed  from  1892  until  1915  in  the  Half  Dollars. 


Barber’s  obverse  began  as  a  mirror-image  of  the  Morgan  dollar  head,  though 
for  he  cropped  off  most  of  Anna  Willess  Williams’  hair  and  concealed  the  rest 
within  an  enlarged  cap.  Barber  also  replaced  the  assorted  vegetable  matter 
from  the  brim  of  the  cap  with  stalks  with  a  plain  laurel,  surmounting  the 
composition  with  the  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 

For  the  reverse,  Barber  adapted  Robert  Scot’s  work  of  91  years  earlier  choos¬ 
ing  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.  Barber’s  patterns  (dated  1891,  Judd 
1766,  1765,  1764,  1762)  retain  the  clouds  above  eagle;  his  final  design,  how¬ 
ever,  dropped  them,  reducing  the  crowded  effect.  The  adopted  Barber  design 
differs  again  from  the  Great  Seal  in  scattering  the  stars  in  field  above  eagle’s 
head  rather  than  retaining  their  Star  of  David  array  as  on  the  dollar  bill.

Liberty  Half  Dollars  bidder  will  ever  see  offered.  The  strike  is  first-rate  while 
the  luster  is  creamy,  almost  velvet-textured  and  white.  Snow  white;  “hard 
white”  as  it  is  sometimes  called.  Roll-fresh  and  glistening.  Though  1917  is 
not  a  rare  date,  we  feel  it  would  take  some  effort  to  find  another  one  in  this 
sterling  condition. 

The  first  design  of  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  (1916)  has  small,  rather 
spiky  stars  on  the  flag  and  with  only  a  faint  line  separating  the  star  field  from 
the  field  of  stripes.  The  red  stripes  are  not  clearly  set  off  from  the  white  ones 
by  any  sort  of  border  line.  The  ground  line  from  the  date  to  the  sun  is  softly 
defined  and  rounded  at  the  top  while  the  base  of  ray  8  from  the  sun  is  much 
too  close  to  the  base  of  ray  7.  Many  of  these  features  were  modified  in  later 
years. 

For  instance,  beginning  with  1917,  the  mint  incorporated  larger  more  regu¬ 
larly  shaped  stars  on  the  flag;  there  is  also  now  a  sharp  border  line  below  the 
star  field  and  more  sharply  defined  edge  lines  on  the  red  stripes.  Additional¬ 
ly,  the  leaves  on  the  branch  in  Libertyis  hand  are  more  clearly  outlined  and 
have  sharp  points  as  well  as  being  aligned  differendy.

Before  it  had  been  out 
of  alignment  and  closer  to  ray  7.  There  is  an  incuse  border  at  the  top  edge  of 
the  ground  line  from  date  to  sun  and  the  motto  was  changed  to  taller,  thinner, 
more  widely  spaced  letters.

And  what  a  sparkling  example  it  is!  Bold  devices  support  oceans  of  frosty  lus¬ 
ter.  From  rim  to  rim  on  either  side  the  luster  dances  with  mint-fresh  resplen¬ 
dence.  There  is  some  light  toning  here  and  there  but  mostly  the  silver  irides¬ 
cence  greets  the  eye.  Search  and  search  though  we  may,  we  can  find  only  a 
single  tiny  mark  on  Liberty’s  outstretched  arm.  Perhaps  if  one  were  to  search 
all  day  another  mark  or  two  would  become  visible,  but  any  such  would  be 
minuscule  by  comparison.  What  you  are  left  with,  you  who  yearn  to  own 
such  a  coin  as  this,  is  a  very  handsome,  indeed  extremely  attractive  low  popu¬ 
lation  rarity.  A  coin  that  will  surely  beat  all  expectation  when  it  sells.  The 
PCGS  holder  number  is  5651205  for  those  wishing  to  make  note  of  where 
it  came  from.  And  as  has  been  said,  it  is  one  of  only  5  certified,  with  none 
above  it  on  the  grading  scale.

Again,  the  new  design  was  discretionary  with  the  Treasury.  Longacre  suggested  the  simplest  modification  recognizable  from  a  distance;  Mint  Director  Eckert 
approved.  This  consisted  of  raising  the  rim  of  the  star  and  adding  two  extra  outer  rims,  making  three  in  all.  On  reverse,  Longacre  added  a  bunch  of  arrows  and 
an  olive  branch  above  and  below  111.  Production  began  May  22,  1854.

The  number  of  dies  made  for  Philadelphia  quarters  is  unknown,  but  like¬ 
ly  to  have  been  80-100  pairs,  sufficient  for  a  mintage  of  over  12  million, 
much  of  it  from  melted  old-tenor  silver.  Twelve  pairs  of  dies  went  to  the 
New  Orleans  branch,  correctly  anticipating  a  larger  issue  than  that  of 
1853.  And  on  the  off  chance  that  the  new  San  Francisco  branch  might 
obtain  enough  parting  acids  to  make  coins  of  legal  fineness,  two  pairs  of 
1854  S  dies  went  there,  but  remained  unused.

Historical  note:  The  incoming  Mint  Director,  Col.  James  Ross  Snowden,  ordered  that  henceforth  quarters  and  half  dollars  should  be  issued  without  rays  around 
eagle,  though  continuing  to  show  arrows  at  dates.  His  reasons  are  likely  to  have  included  saving  additional  cost  and  time  in  die  sinking,  and  increasing  die  life, 
which  had  sunk  to  about  1/3  of  its  usual  level  on  coins  with  rays,  according  to  Breens  encyclopedia. 

Breen  goes  on  to  observe  that  two  pairs  of  half-dollar  dies  were  shipped  to  the  new  San  Francisco  branch  mint,  but  no  1854  S  coinage  followed.  A  few  months 
later,  word  reached  Snowden  of  a  local  source  of  parting  acids,  so  that  the  branch  mint  could  finally  begin  to  issue  gold  and  silver  coins  at  legal  fineness.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  the  Engraving  Department  shipped  six  obverse  and  four  reverse  dies  for  half  dollars.  At  least  three  1855  S  proofs  were  made  for  presentation  purposes,  cel¬ 
ebrating  inception  of  this  denomination.  One  of  these  went  from  Superintendent  Robert  Aiken  Birdsall  to  Snowden,  who  placed  it  into  the  Mint  Cabinet  Col¬ 
lection;  it  is  now  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution:  Clain-Stefanelli  (1970),  fig.  35.

4506  1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  Spec¬ 

imen.  A  magnificent  example  with  bright,  satiny  yellow  gold  luster  that  is 
stunningly  fresh  and  vibrant.  Nothing  in  the  way  of  surface  marks  and  only 
a  faint  outline  of  the  Liberty  head  on  the  reverse  due  to  die  clashing.  The  new 
and  very  scarce  small  Indian  Head,  often  called  the  Indian  Princess  design  by 
James  Barton  Longacre,  makes  its  debut  in  1854.  This  design  was  only  issued 
for  three  years  from  1854  to  1856  with  a  total  mintage  well  under  two  mil¬ 
lion  coins.  Examples  are  scarce  in  any  grade  and  choice  or  gem  Mint  State 
coins  are  quite  rare.  The  design  was  poorly  laid  out  for  coinage  and  most 
examples  quickly  wore  down  leaving  few  high  grade  survivors.  Walter  Breen 
suggested  that  fewer  than  16,000  coins  survive  for  the  type  with  many  of 
these  weak  or  in  low  grades,  a  large  percentage  also  showing  traces  of  solder 
or  other  indications  of  use  in  jewelry.

4507  1854  Type  2.  Mint  State  62.  Minor  rim  defect  at  3  o’clock  obverse  may  have 

been  caused  by  a  slight  clip  in  the  blank  planchet  that  “filled  in”  during  the 
striking  process.  The  rim  lacks  denticles  along  this  stretch,  although  the  edge 
milling  is  complete.  Lustrous;  well  struck  including  full  date  and  DOLLARS; 
struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies.

4508  1854  Type  2.  Mint  State  60.  Smooth,  muted  luster  and  excellent  centering. 

A  few  light  hairlines,  including  one  that  crosses  the  lowermost  curl  and  ends 
at  the  denticles  below  the  neck  point.  A  few  scattered  marks  around  date  and 
denomination  on  reverse.  Desirable  three-year  Type. 


More  than  94  percent  of  the  mintage  of  the  Indian  small  head  came  from  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  the  first  two  years,  with  mint  records  of  902,736  struck  in 
1854  and  758,269  in  1855.

The  date  is  slightly  weak 
at  the  top  for  the  simple  reason  this  falls  opposite  the  high  points  on  the 
obverse  (Liberty’s  hair).  A  choice,  attractive  specimen.

except  for  the  hair  directly  over  Liberty’s  brow,  and  similar  fine  definition  on 
the  design  on  the  reverse,  again  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  center  where 
the  numeral  8  is  weak  as  well  as  part  of  L  L  in  DOLLAR.  Frosty,  choice, 
pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  a  coin  that  will  quickly  find  a  spot  in  an  American 
gold  Type  set.

year  after  the  Type  2  gold  dollars  went  into  circulation,  all  concerned  knew 
that  the  design  must  be  changed:  specimens  were  already  coming  back  to  the 
Mint  for  recoinage,  some  with  dates  barely  legible.  And  many  coins  straight 
from  press  had  the  same  fault,  adjust  the  presses  as  you  will:  weakness  in  cen¬ 
ters  so  that  obverses  looked  worn,  dates  blurry.

VERY  RARE  1860-D  MINT  STATE 


4518  1860-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Semi-prooflike  fields  with  contrast¬ 

ing  lustrous  devices.  Typical  weakness  is  found  at  the  rim  denticles  on  both 
sides  —  this  being  a  hallmark  for  the  rare  Dahlonega  dates  from  the  late- 
1850s  and  1860-1;  also,  the  letter  U  in  UNITED  is  virtually  obliterated,  but 
again,  this  was  caused  by  a  weakness  or  defect  in  the  die  or  striking  and  is 
found  on  just  about  all  1860-D  Gold  Dollars.  A  very  scarce  date  in  all  grades 
due  to  its  very  low  mintage,  1 ,566,  and  considered  by  many  to  be  in  the  same 
rarity  class  as  the  1856-D  and  1861-D.  However,  it  may  be  slightly  com¬ 
moner  either  of  those  two  dates  but  the  difference  would  be  minuscule.  Per¬ 
haps  50  to  75  exist  out  of  that  low  original  mintage.  The  date  is  very  scarce, 
therefore,  particularly  in  choice  condition.

The 
mint  at  San  Francisco  struck  Gold  Dollars  in  1854,  1858-60,  and  again  in 
1870.  Alter  18^0,  production  stayed  exclusively  at  Philadelphia.

VERY  RARE  AND  PRISTINE  1864  GOLD  DOLLAR 


4520  1864  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  This  incredible  coin  is  essen¬ 

tially  “as  struck”;  it  is  free  of  even  the  most  trivial  of  post-striking  imperfec¬ 
tions.  Furthermore,  the  strike  is  razor-sharp  while  the  edge  has  a  squared-off 
and  partial  wire  rim  all  around.  Faint  die  clashing  is  evident  as  are  the  fine 
die  striations  in  the  fields  that  are  characteristic  of  this  year.  (We  have  never 
come  across  a  business  strike  1864  without  some  die  clashing  and  striations.) 
The  luster  and  color  are  the  coin’s  real  strong  points  and  are  simply  superb. 
A  magnificent  coin  in  every  respect! 

As  a  date,  the  1864  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  Philadelphia  Mint  Gold  Dol¬ 
lars  to  obtain.  It  is  as  rare  as  the  1865  and  surpassed  only  by  the  1863,  1873 
Closed  3  and  the  1875.  (Coin  is  in  PCGS  holder  5829204)

1 52  1  1 865  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  fields  which  are  prooflike  give  sup¬ 

port  to  devices  that  are  golden  with  satiny  frost  on  this  impressive  and  high¬ 
ly  presentable  Cold  Dollar.  Commonest  year  in  the  sixties  decade  was  1861, 
followed  by  1862,  but  thereafter  mintage  plunged  and  rarity  rose.  We  see 
only  3,725  mintage  for  the  1865.

4522  1873  Closed  3.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  a  mintage  that  was  only 

1,825  it  stands  to  reason  this  would  be  an  extremely  elusive  variety.  In  all 
grades,  in  fact,  the  Closed  3  is  difficult  to  locate  —  and  many  collections 
which  are  otherwise  complete  lack  it.  In  Mint  State  64,  however,  the  rarity  is 
multiplied.  The  present  specimen  has  more  than  what  it  takes  to  make  the 
grade:  bold  devices,  resplendent  luster,  and  only  scattered  marks.  The  most 
noticeable  of  these  occupy  the  spade  just  to  the  left  of  Liberty’s  face.  From 
the  scrunched  appearance,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  the  closed  3  caused  the  mint 
officialdom  to  call  for  change.  If  one  didn’t  know  ahead  of  time  this  is  an 
1873,  first  impressions  would  cause  one  to  assume  it  was  dated  1878!  The 
same  situation  was  revealed  on  other  denominations  as  well,  with  the  result 
that  a  new  date  logo  punch  was  made  having  a  wider  opening  in  the  3.

4523  1875  ANACS  graded  Uncirculated  Details,  Net  About  Uncirculated  50. 

“Polished.”  Some  small  field  contact,  the  most  noteworthy  being  one  below 
AM  in  AMERICA.  The  key  to  the  series  as  is  patently  obvious  from  its  420 
mintage  figure!  Few  survive,  even  cleaned,  out  of  this  original  small  total. 
(Curiously,  the  1875  quarter  eagle  has  the  identical  mintage.)

4524  1880  NGC  graded  Mint  State  68.  Superb!  Among  Gold  Dollars,  any  date 

not  only  1880,  this  little  jewel  just  has  to  be  one  of  the  finest  ever  offered. 
Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  bless  with  golden  red  toning  associated  with  per¬ 
fect,  and  perfectly  beautiful,  luster.  Add  to  this  a  full  strike  and  you  get  the 
honestly  earned  ‘68’  grade.  Dates  from  1875  to  1880  all  have  low  mintage. 
The  1880’s  total,  for  instance,  was  1,636,  with  the  odd-36  pieces  being  the 
Proofs.  (NGC  holder  1290540-009)

4525  1886  SEGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Prooflike.  Deep  proof  finish  in  the  open 

areas,  offset  by  frosted  devices.  A  superb,  well  struck  late-date  Dollar,  which, 
like  others  around  it,  has  low  mintage:  6,016.

4526  1889  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  A  first-rate  specimen  of  this  last- 

year  Gold  Dollar,  a  coin  that  is  satiny  fresh.  Golden  luster  is  unbroken  by 
handling  marks  and  unsullied  by  spotting.  On  the  contrary,  everything  is 
pristine  with  this  well  struck  piece.  Gold  Dollars  were  minted  from  1849-89. 
The  Coinage  Act  of  1890  abolished  them  along  with  the  Three-cent  Nickel 
and  Three-dollar  Gold  denominations.  It  was  a  rubber-stamp  Act  in  any 
event  since  Gold  Dollars  hadn’t  been  struck  in  large  numbers  since  the  1860s, 
only  surviving  because  the  law  to  mint  them  was  on  the  books.  For  1889, 
coinage  amounted  to  a  mere  30,729  pieces.

VERY  RARE  1845-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


4529  1845-D  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  very  rare  issue  in  equal¬ 

ly  rare  condition:  lustrous  About  Uncirculated.  The  branch  mint  at  Dahlone- 
ga,  Georgia  was  established  in  1838  to  strike  gold  from  locally  mined  sources. 
It’s  production  was  never  very  large  (compared  to  Philadelphia’s)  and  for 
1845,  the  sum  total  was  19,460.  Few,  it  seems,  exist  today;  those  which 
indeed  have  survived  tend  to  be  well  worn,  on  average,  Fine  or  Very  Fine.  Sel¬ 
dom  is  1845-D  offered  in  this  sharp  a  condition,  with  abundant  luster,  per¬ 
fect  rims,  and  no  impairments  of  any  kind.  Bidders  might  want  to  prepare 
themselves  for  stiff  competition.

RARE  1797  QUARTER  EAGLE 


4527  1797  ANACS  graded  Extremely  Fine  Details,  Net  Very  Fine  20.  “Ex  Jew¬ 

elry  —  Scratched.”  Solder  at  rim  above  E  in  LIBERTY;  polished  surface 
with  numerous  small  marks.  Struck  from  an  obverse  die  that  has  cracked 
through  the  right  side  (obverse)  —  all  1797  Quarter  Eagles  were  produced 
using  this  13-star  die.  This  very  rare  date,  of  which  only  427  were  made,  is 
actually  rarer  than  either  of  the  famed  1796  varieties. 

Authorized  by  the  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  Quarter  Eagles  weigh  67.5  grains, 
916  2/3  fine.  The  1796-1 807  Heraldic  Eagle  Capped  Bust  pieces  were  by  the 
mint  engraver  Robert  Scot.

4530  1847-C  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  small  field  marks  though  generally  in 

much  better  shape  than  average,  meaning  that  it  is  a  splendid  match  for  the 
1847-D  offered  a  moment  ago.  The  mint  produced  23,226  Quarter  Eagles 
this  year,  close  to  the  high  point  for  Charlotte,  but  a  mere  ghost  compared  to 
the  124,000  production  at  the  New  Orleans  facility!

4531  1847-D  Extremely  Fine  45.  With  15,784  mintage  it  stands  to  reason  1847- 

D  would  be  scarce  in  all  grades.  This,  though  it  has  a  short  scratch  on  Liber¬ 
ty’s  brow,  is  nonetheless  above  average  in  its  strike.  Furthermore,  there  is  lus¬ 
ter  residing  within  and  around  the  devices.  A  large  D  mintmark  hugs  close 
to  the  eagle  and  branch  on  the  reverse.

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4532  1850-C  About  Uncirculated  50.  Lightly  cleaned  surface  with  resultant 

hairlines  (none  extreme  or  overly  noticeable).  Struck  on  a  planchet  whose 
color  is  yellow-gold  to  greenish  from  the  local  impurities  commong  to  the 
region  around  Charlotte,  North  Carlonia.  A  scarce,  early  Quarter  Eagle: 
9,148  minted.

while  it  has  some  faint  hairlines  in  the  field,  is  generally  very  frosty,  with 
orange-gold  toning  of  the  kind  found  in  old-time  collections.

LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1851-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


4533  1851-C  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Though  there  are  a  few  marks  in  the 

left  obverse  field  and  several  fine  contacts  on  Liberty,  plus  a  few  hairlines  in 
the  left  reverse  field,  all  in  all  this  is  a  worthwhile  representative  of  the  mint 
at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Minor  weakness  is  only  found  on  the  shield  on 
reverse;  Liberty  s  hair  and  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers  are  sharper  than  average 
for  this  mint.  Total  coined:  14,923. 


Very  difficult  to  locate  in  high  grade  as  it  appears  most  of  the  available  pieces 
grade  VF  or  less.  Specimens  of  this  date  are  fairly  well  struck  on  the  reverse, 
but  are  typically  weak  in  the  hair  over  Liberty’s  ear.

1854  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Soft,  muted  luster  that  is  relatively  free 
of  bagmarks.  An  early  date  to  find  Uncirculated.

It  has  been  said  the  slanting  5s  in  1855  on  this  and  several  other  denomina¬ 
tions  were  a  favorite  of  the  mint’s  engraver  James  B.  Longacre.  After  his  career 
ended,  the  mint  returned  to  more  upright  standard  stiff-appearing  numerals 
whenever  a  5-year  came  along:  1865,  1875,  etc.

GLEAMING  CAMEO  PROOF  1863  QUARTER  EAGLE  RARITY

4540  1863  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  One  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series  since  the  mint  struck  only  Proofs  this  year  and  to  the  tune  of  a  mere  30  pieces!  Strong  cameo 

contrast  between  mirror  field  and  golden-frosted  devices  gives  an  air  of  superiority  to  what  is  already  its  high  grade.  Diagnostic  feather:  a  tiny  C-shaped  lint  mark 
below  final  A  in  AMERICA. 

Only  the  one  variety  from  a  single  pair  of  dies:  ear  filled;  reverse  similar  to  1862  but  bases  of  white  stripes  —  those  crossing  horizontally  —  lack  die  polish.  This 
celebrated  Proof-only  date  was  struck  March  23,  and  no  restrikes  are  even  rumored;  1863  has  been  known  as  a  rarity  at  least  a  century  ago.  Of  possibly  18  sur¬ 
vivors,  at  least  six,  possibly  as  many  as  nine,  are  impaired.  In  all,  PCGS  has  graded  5  Proof  64s  (none  reported  by  NGC  in  this  grade),  with  4  higher.  (PCGS 
holder  5475653) 

Quality  of  illustrations  makes  a  comprehensive  provenance  list  impossible  (how  can  you  tell  one  unimpaired  Proof  from  another  of  identical  dies  from  halftones?), 
but  we  may  mention  that  the  (1)  Miles-Ullmer  coin  brought  $50,000  (5/74);  (2)  Ely-Garrett  $52,500  (3/76),  Heritage  8/92:2206  and  now  PCGS  Proof  65;  (3) 
Mills-Clapp-Eliasberg:139  $39,600  (10/82)  that  later  sold  in  Heritage  8/85  (ANA):2580  for  $30,800;  (4)  Bowers  9/89  sale,  $60,500;  (5)  Auction  '90:909 
$88,000;  (6)  Trompeter  2/92:43  $37,400;  (7)  Heritage  8/94:7368,  PCGS  Proof  64,  $41,250;  (8)  Stack’s  11/88:172,  reappearing  in  Stack’s  3/94:1424,  PCGS 
Proof  64  “lint  mark  below  final  A  in  AMERICA”,  our  9/99:1896,  PCGS  Proof  64,  this  specimen;  (9)  Superior  9/96:2172,  PCGS  Proof  62  #1444355  (unsold); 
(10)  Stackfs  10/97:1011,  PCGS  Proof  63.

4541  1866-S  ANACS  graded  Uncirculated  Details,  Net  About  Uncirculated 

58.  “Cleaned.”  Carefully  cleaned,  leaving  only  a  few  trace  hairlines  behind 
as  evidence;  the  devices  remain  extremely  sharp  (including  stars,  hair  over 
ear),  with  weakness  occurring  only  at  the  central  part  of  the  eagle.  As  a  date, 
1866-S  lands  squarely  in  the  middle  of  the  low  mintage  1860s  decade  from 
this  far  Western  mint.  38,960  were  produced,  though  most  saw  extensive 
wear  and  were  later  removed  from  circulation  and  melted.  Only  a  few  high 
grade  specimens  are  left.

A  well  struck  Liberty  $2.50  gold  piece  that  has 
pleasing  semi-prooflike  mirror  fields  contrasted  by  frosty  devices  All  details 
are  sharp,  including  the  stars.

LOW  MINTAGE  1875  QUARTER  EAGLE 


4543  1875  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Only  420  Struck.  One  of  the 

most  often  sought-after  (and  least  available)  dates  in  the  later  Quarter  Eagle 
series. 

This  elusive  date  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  quarter  eagle  regular¬ 
ly  issued  for  circulation.  (Only  the  1854-S  has  a  lower  total,  and  just  seven 
additional  dates  in  the  entire  series  have  regular  mintage  below  1000  pieces.) 
It  has  been  estimated  that  no  more  than  half  the  original  proof  mintage  of  20 
pieces  still  exists  in  unimpaired  state  along  with  approximately  30  to  40  busi¬ 
ness  strikes.  Because  of  the  small  survival,  every  1875  is  essentially  a  “first 
strike”  and  therefore,  has  a  prooflike  surface,  as  seen  in  this  lightly  toned 
About  Uncirculated  50  specimen.  The  business  strikes  are  readily  identifiable 
from  impaired  proofs  by  the  significant  difference  in  the  position  of  the  date. 
On  the  proofs,  the  date  is  high  in  the  field  and  the  5  nearly  touches  the  bust. 
On  the  business  strikes,  however,  the  date  is  lower  in  the  field  and  the  5  is 
distant  from  the  bust.  PCGS  and  NGC  report  10  certified  in  About  Uncir¬ 
culated  50  as  of  December  2000.

1882  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Population:  5,  with  0  Higher.  Strong  cameo  contrast  plus  light  hazy  toning  gives  places  it  in  the  lead  of  the  few  remain¬ 
ing  1882s.  The  fields  are  nearly  hairline-free  while  the  devices  are  sharp  and  frosted,  a  winning  combination  in  anyone’s  book.

on  the  list  of  which  is  the  1873  Closed  3.  Curiously,  there  are  no  official 
mintage  records  for  the  issue,  although  the  most  rudimentary  research  based 
on  the  number  of  survivors  would  indicate  that  a  very  limited  quantity  was 
struck,  probably  well  under  1,000  pieces.  The  Closed  3  coins  are  generally 
considered  to  be  originals  while  the  Open  3s  are  most  likely  restrikes.  Most 
of  those  coined  found  their  way  into  circulation,  as  only  a  handful  of  Mint 
State  examples  exist.  On  this  lovely  Mint  State  the  surfaces  are  exceptional  in 
being  distinctly  prooflike  with  the  devices  richly  frosted.  The  only  blemishes 
of  note  are  a  couple  of  small  field  marks  on  either  side.  An  important  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  gold  specialist.

LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1795  HERALDIC  EAGLE  $5  GOLD 


1  95  Large  Heraldic  Eagle  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  The  rarest  1795  variety  was  actually  struck  in  1798  at  the  end  of  one  of  Philadelphia’s 
yellow  fever  epidemics.  In  an  emergency  operation,  a  leftover  1795  obverse  die  was  paired  with  a  large  eagle  “heraldic”  reverse  introduced  in  1798  to  produce  the 
great  rarity!  Deep  golden  color  covers  both  sides  with  coppery  orange  tint  in  the  recessed  areas.  Full,  sharp  rims  are  accompanied  by  an  absence  of  adjustment 
marks  plus  sharp  centers  to  produce  a  very  becoming,  very  attractive  design.  Fields  are  semiprooflike.  (PCGS  holder  6590346) 

Extensive  fine  die  cracks  on  obverse  and  reverse  may  have  shortened  the  dies’  life  and  may  partly  explain  the  coin’s  elusiveness  in  any  condition. 

For  this  denomination  more  than  any  other,  explain  Breen,  the  beginnings  of  this  design  are  shrouded  in  mystery.  The  Heraldic  reverse  appears  on  half  eagles 
dated  1795,  which  could  never  have  been  issued  in  that  year;  it  appears  on  coins  dated  1797,  probably  released  in  Dec.  1798  or  Dec.  1799,  following  one  of  the 
then  annual  yellow  fever  epidemics.  Quantities  made  of  these  anomalous  emergency  coinages  are  unknown  but  evidently  very  small.  Nor  do  we  know  Scot’s  imme¬ 
diate  prototype  lor  the  obverse  (see  preceding  section);  nor  whether  the  heraldic  reverses  were  made  in  summer  1796  or  1797,  let  alone  when  they  first  went  into 
use.  All  we  have  is  educated  guesses,  based  on  what  can  be  deduced  from  scanty  Archives  records  and  from  the  coins  themselves.  But  then  numismatics,  ancient 
and  modern,  must  always  depend  on  similar  droplets  of  direct  evidence  and  similar  deluges  ot  Holmesian  deduction  to  reach  its  conclusions. 

I  he  heraldic  eagle  design  is  Scott  s  inaccurate  adaptation  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  (1782),  with  the  blunder  (or  ill-timed  militaristic  bravado,  which 
was  a  blunder  of  another  kind)  of  placing  the  warlike  arrows  in  the  eagles  dexter  claw  (observer’s  1.),  the  more  honorable  position,  while  relegating  the  olive 
branch  of  peace  to  his  sinister  claw.  This  design  first  appeared  in  1796,  on  quarter  eagles,  probably  in  connection  with  Tennessee’s  admission  to  the  Union  as  six¬ 
teenth  state:  Its  earliest  coin  versions  all  show  16  stars  above  eagle,  including  the  anachronistic  half  eagles  dated  1795.”

1812  Mint  State  60.  (Housed  in  ICG  holder  marked  “MS62”.)  There  are  just  enough  faint  hairlines,  dullish  luster,  and  small  scratches  (mostly  on  the  reverse) 
to  take  it  down  to  basic  Uncirculated,  however  the  luster  is  complete  from  high  points  to  low.  Throughout  the  bust  and  hair  of  Liberty  the  muted  golden  frost 
shines  forth;  in  the  open  fields  it  is  also  complete.  Moreover,  the  rims  are  quite  nice  for  the  issue. 

I  wo  deadly  wars  had  their  beginnings  in  1812.  The  lesser  of  the  them  in  terms  of  damage  or  tumult  was,  oddly,  our  own  War  of  1812  with  Great  Britain  on 
which  we  tend  to  focus.  A  few  thousand  soldiers  were  engaged  with  the  Redcoats  in  the  conflict  from  1812  until  1815  (plus  irregulars  thrown  into  the  mix  and 
lots  of  behind  the  scenes  skullduggery).  The  greater  conflict,  the  one  of  more  importance,  took  place  halfway  around  the  world  when  Napoleon  and  his  million- 
man  army  of  mad  Frenchmen  decided  to  take  on  the  Great  Bear  of  Russia.  That  series  of  battles  covered  most  of  1812  and  1813,  covered  thousands  of  miles  of 
territory.  When  all  was  said  and  done  Mother  Russia  had  defeated  the  invaders,  driving  them  back  a  loss  of  95%,  upsetting  Napoleons  grandiose  plans  and  prepar¬ 
ing  the  groundwork  for  the  denouement  known  as  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  (1815)  where  his  career  ended  abruptly.  Throughout  these  goings  on,  commerce  and 
manufacture,  trade  and  politics  went  on.  But  the  mighty  doings  in  Europe  did  definitely  upset  the  monetary  situation  throughout  the  world,  one  of  the  reason’s 
America's  gold  coins  were  exported.  Most  were  melted,  only  a  few  Mint  States  such  as  this  1812  $5  remain.

4580  1820  Curl  Base  2.  Large  Letters.  Breen-6477.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  early  Bust  gold  pieces  you  will  ever  see  or  have  an 

opportunity  of  bidding  for;  a  golden  rarity  with  refreshingly  crisp  mint  luster.  The  color  ranges  from  traditional  yellow  gold  to  gold  with  a  pale  greenish  tint. 
Fields  sparkle;  devices  are  needle-sharp  on  this  blazing  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen,  a  blending  of  frosty  and  semiprooflike  surfaces.  This  wonderful  spec¬ 
imen  must  certainly  rank  among  the  finest  known.  (PCGS  holder  5571937) 

What  ever  happened  to  all  the  early  Half  Eagles?  Why  was  their  mintage  so  large,  and  yet  today  so  few  survive?  Listen  to  Neil  Carrothers  ( Fractional  Money) 
recount  one  of  the  problems  plaguing  the  American  Mint  in  its  early  days: 

“General  economic  forces  were  also  unfavorable  to  coinage  progress.  The  ratio  of  1 5  to  1 ,  very  close  to  the  world’s  market  ratio  when  Hamilton  selected  it  [  1792] , 
was  out  of  line  before  the  end  of  the  century.  By  1799  the  ratio  in  Hamburg  and  London  was  15-3/4  to  1.  At  this  rate  it  did  not  pay  to  take  gold  bullion  to  the 
mint.  Gold  was  not  imported  when  the  balance  of  trade  brought  metal  to  the  United  States.  The  coinage  of  silver  exceeded  gold  coinage  each  year  save  one  in 
the  period  from  1805  to  1834.  Gold  coinage  did  not  cease,  however,  small  supplies  of  bullion  coming  from  Mexico,  the  West  Indies,  and  in  later  years  from  Geor¬ 
gia  and  North  Carolina.  Market  reactions  to  metal  values  were  not  sensitive  in  that  day,  and  the  coinage  of  gold  continued  in  the  face  of  an  adverse  ratio.  But 
United  States  gold  was  not  a  general  medium  of  circulation  after  1800,  and  after  1825,  when  a  dollar  in  gold  had  reached  a  value  of  Si. 02  of  silver,  it  ceased  to 
circulate  entirely.”

For  several  decades,  the  effect  of  enormous  quantities  of  Mexican,  Peruvian,  and  other  Latin  American  silver  reaching  world  markets  had  been  increasingly  to 
lower  the  price  of  silver  in  terms  of  gold,  or  in  effect  to  raise  the  price  of  gold  bullion  (reckoned  in  Mexican  dollars)  to  a  point  where  U.S.  old-tenor  gold  coins 
became  worth  more  than  face  value.  During  the  1820s  and  early  ‘30s,  most  Philadelphia  gold  coins  went  to  bullion  dealers,  who  promptly  shipped  them  out  for 
melting.  Archives  documents  of  this  period  mention  mass  assays  in  Europe,  in  one  of  which  (Paris,  1831)  no  less  than  40,000  U.S.  half  eagles  perished  in  a  sin¬ 
gle  melt.  Something  had  to  be  done,  and  quickly.  The  expedient  which  finally  managed  to  become  law  was  a  bill  lowering  the  official  weight  of  the  gold  eagle 
from  270  to  258  grains,  and  its  quality  from  11/12  (916.7  Fine)  to  232/258  (899.225  Fine),  with  the  half  eagle  and  quarter  eagle  in  proportion.  This  became 
law  as  the  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  effective  Aug.  1.  Mint  Director  Samuel  Moore  instructed  William  Kneass  to  prepare  a  large  surplus  of  working  dies  for  half  eagles 
and  quarter  eagles,  omitting  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  to  enable  instant  identification:  All  old-tenor  gold  coins  bore  this  motto,  none  of  the  new  ones 
would  show  it.  The  1835  $5  gold  piece  offered  in  here  is  a  choice,  frosty  Uncirculated  example  of  the  attractive  replacement  design  for  the  old-tenor  coins.

Concerning  the  change  in  this  denomination’s  design  between  1838  and 
1 839,  Breen  has  this  to  say  in  his  encyclopedia:  “When  it  became  apparent 
that  Mint  Engraver  William  Kneass  would  be  unable  to  resume  duties  after 
his  stroke,  the  new  Assistant  Engraver  Christian  Gobrecht  had  to  take  over 
Kneass’s  full  duties  (though  without  the  title  or  salary).  One  of  his  assign¬ 
ments  was  another  new  half-eagle  design.  Mint  Director  Robert  Masked  Pat¬ 
terson  wanted  the  smaller  gold  coins  to  be  uniform  with  the  eagle  or  $10  of 
Dec.  1838;  and  so  the  1839  half  eagles  show  the  first  version  of  a  Coronet 
Head  portrait  to  become  as  familiar  as  the  Pillar  Dollar  or  the  Athenian 
Owl.”  This  is  the  second  year  of  the  new  design.

Both  sides  gleam  and  sparkle  from  the  mint  bloom,  lus¬ 
ter  that  is  refreshing  in  its  freedom  from  bagmarks.  As  to  the  devices,  they  are 
also  picture  perfect.  From  the  hair  on  Liberty  to  the  coronet  with  LIBERTY 
inscribed  upon  it,  from  the  date  numerals  to  each  tiny  star,  the  obverse  is 
100%  bold.  Turning  to  the  reverse,  we  find  the  identical  situation:  needle¬ 
point  detail  in  letters  and  rim  denticles,  boldness  throughout  the  eagle  plus 
a  crisp  sharp  shield  in  the  middle.  All  in  all  this  easily  earns  the  coveted  ‘65’ 
grade  from  PCGS.  (Holder  number  3459310) 

While  this  isn’t  a  rare  date  per  se  (mintage  was  364,600),  the  fact  is  just  about 
any  early  Half  Eagle  is  difficult  to  find  in  truly  mint  condition,  rarer  still  in 
superlative  Mint  State  65.  It  pays  to  remind  oneself  there  were  virtually  no 
collectors  in  America  of  the  1840s.  And  the  few  there  were  could  scarcely  col¬ 
lect  valuable  gold  coins  by  date  and  mint  —  such  a  thing  was  unheard  of. 
Only  by  chance,  merely  through  the  whims  of  Fate,  could  such  a  coin  as  this 
1844-0  survive  out  of  that  long-ago  production.  As  we  referred  to  above,  the 
grading  population  is  1,  with  0  higher,  placing  on  the  topmost  step.

Bela  Lyon  Pratt  was  requested  to  submit  models  for  his  newly  authorized  in  the  new,  recessed  relief  technique.  Pratt’s  Native  American  chieftain  model  remains 
unnamed,  his  tribe  unknown.  This  was  simultaneously  an  “impression  emblematic  of  Liberty”  as  the  Mint  Act  of  1792  specifies,  in  compliment  to  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  and  a  continuation  of  a  trend  begun  in  1899  with  G.  F.  C.  Smillie’s  magnificent  portrait  of  Sioux  chief  Ta-to-ka-inyanka  (‘Running  Antelope  )  on  the

A  famous  gold  market  “corner”  took  place  on  Wall  Street  on  a  Friday  in  the 
autumn  of  1869.  Two  speculators,  partners  Jay  Gould  and  Jim  Fisk,  parleyed 
their  “position’  in  gold  into  a  near  corner.  They  would  have  succeeded  had 
not  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant  instructed  his  Treasury  Secretary  to  release 
some  of  the  government’s  bullion  store  into  the  market  to  end  the  “short 
squeeze.  Prices  in  the  metals  markets,  which  had  gone  to  a  premium  of  42% 
over  par  during  the  heat  of  the  action,  fell.  And  it  took  months  before  inter¬ 
national  trade  returned  to  normal.  The  Gould-Fisk  manipulation  would  go 
down  in  the  history  books  as  “Black  Friday.”

great  rarities  in  the  series,  1873  as  is  the  case  with  several  other  Philadelphia 
Mint  dates  around  it,  was  struck  in  paltry  numbers  —  hardly  worth  the  effort 
to  set  up  the  press.  The  few  that  are  offered  tend  to  be  rather  heavily  marked 
and  in  worn  condition,  generally  Very  Fine  or  so.  The  well  struck  About 
Uncirculated,  while  it  does  have  some  circulation  wear  on  the  surfaces,  is  no 
slouch  when  it  comes  to  luster.  Abundant  mint  bloom  can  be  found  in  the 
devices  and  around  the  legends  on  both  sides.  Furthermore,  the  centers  are 
very  sharp,  well  struck  indeed  for  what  is  more  often  an  area  that  lacks  defi¬ 
nition.  (Coin  housed  in  PCGS  holder  4506782) 

According  to  Akers,  in  his  seminal  work  on  $10  gold  coinage,  “The  1873  is 
one  of  the  five  or  six  rarest  dates  in  the  series.  Among  Philadelphia  Mint  Lib¬ 
erty  Head  issues,  only  the  1875  is  rarer.  There  are  relatively  few  known  spec¬ 
imens  in  any  condition,  perhaps  12-15  business  strikes  and  only  7-8  proofs. 
The  business  strikes  are  all  VF  or  EF  (mostly  VF)  and  I  have  never  seen  or 
heard  of  one  that  grades  AU  or  uncirculated.” 

In  the  years  since  Akers  compiled  his  reference,  several  high-grade  1873 
Eagles  have  been  reported.  To  date,  December  2000,  there  are  3  in  About 
Uncirculated  50  certified  by  PCGS  &  NGC  (combined),  plus  8  in  higher 
grades  including  2  that  are  Uncirculated.

The  1877-CC  has  the  third  lowest  mintage  of  any  Eagle  from  the  Carson 
City  Mint,  3,332.  Though  not  as  rare  as  the  similar  mintage  1878-CC  nor 
as  elusive  as  the  1872-CC,  1873-CC,  1875-CC  or  1876-CC,  it  compares 
closely  in  overall  rarity  to  the  highly  desirable  1871-CC  and  1874-CC.  Like 
most  CC  Eagles  of  this  decade,  the  typical  1877-CC  is  well  worn  and  softly 
struck  on  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s  face.  However,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  this  date  can  be  found  in  higher  grades  than  the  earlier  Eagles  from 
this  Mint  and,  in  addition  to  a  few  choice  EFs,  there  are  several  AU-Unc 
specimens  recorded,  including  at  least  one  in  choice  mint  state.

45.  “Cleaned.”  From  1862  until  1877  gold  coins  were  hoarded  in  America, 
many  were  also  exported.  Then,  starting  in  1875,  congressional  hearings 
began  to  reestablish  gold  as  the  nation’s  paper  money  backing.  It  took  until 
December  1877  for  this  to  transpire,  but  beginning  in  1878  the  nation 
returned  to  a  fully  gold-back  currency  after  more  than  1 5  years  of  greenback 
paper  instability.  Mintage  figures  reflected  the  reawakening  of  America’s  gold 
standard  beginning  in  1878  but  measurably  much  more  visible  in  1879.  For 
1878-S  however,  coinage  continued  at  a  low  ebb:  26,100  pieces.  (Compare 
to  1879-S  when  production  expanded  to  over  200,000.)

The  Breen  encyclopedia  offers  further  information  into  the  rarity  of  dates 
such  as  1873:  “From  1866  through  1878,  mintage  remained  small,  pro¬ 
ducing  some  of  the  most  famous  rarities  of  the  series:  1872,  1873,  1875- 
77  at  Philadelphia;  1870  and  1873  at  Carson  City.  The  former  reflect 
banks’  failure  to  resume  specie  payments  (redemption  in  gold  or  silver  of 
even  federal  paper);  the  latter,  political  pressure:  official  orders  limiting 
mintage,  the  limitations  being  used  as  an  excuse  to  close  the  Mint.  Most 
of  the  mints’  scanty  output  went  to  melting  pots;  probably  not  much 
over  1%  survives  of  any  one  date  or  mintmark  to  this  period,  except  for 
proofs,  where  the  survival  ratio  is  about  30%  to  60%,  reflecting  that  they 
were  meant  to  be  saved.”

In  the  election  of  1892  the  nation  picked  Grover  Cleveland  as  its  president,  the  only  time  an  individual  would  hold  office  in  split  terms  (his  first  term  of  office 
was  1884-88,  his  second  1892-96).  Cleveland  was  a  “hard  money”  Democrat  who  fought  a  tough  battle  against  the  “silverites”  to  maintain  the  gold  backing  ot 
the  nation’s  currency.  He  would  have  been  proud  to  see  $10  gold  pieces  like  this  1892  issuing  from  the  mint’s  coinage  presses.

Alt  Christoph  Bechtler  (1782-1842)  was  born  in  Pforzheim  (Grand  Duchy 
of  Baden)  and  served  apprenticeship  there  as  goldsmith,  silversmith,  and 
gunsmith.  In  1829  he  emigrated  to  New  York  with  his  sons  August  and  Karl 
and  a  nephew  Christoph,  arriving  Columbus  Day,,  October  12.  Two  weeks 
later  they  applied  for  citizenship,  and  shortly  afterward  opened  a  clock  and 
watch  repair  shop  in  Philadelphia.  Sometime  in  March  or  April  1830  they 
moved  to  Rutherfordton,  N.C.,  where  this  family  would  long  have  the  only 
local  jewelry  and  watch  making  business.  They  bought  a  tract  of  land 
between  Mountain  Creek  and  Catheys  Creek,  about  3-1/2  miles  north  of  the 
center  of  town,  and  began  their  enterprise  on  July  30,  according  to  adver¬ 
tisements  in  the  North  Carolina  Spectator  and  Western  advertiser.  By  this 
time  they  had  anglicized  their  names  to  Christopher,  Augustus,  and  Charles, 
though  they  continued  to  be  known  by  their  original  German  names.  Their 
gold  coinage  was  accepted  wide  and  far  and  even  so  late  as  the  Civil  War 
(1861-5)  specimens  of  the  Bechtler  family’s  gold  turned  up  regularly  at  the 
Treasury.

federal  coinage.  It  has  a  Liberty  head  on  obverse  whose  coronet  is  inscribed 
with  the  firms  name:  MOFFAT &CO.  The  reverse  followed  same  general 
plan  in  which  a  wingspread  eagle  has  a  shield  on  its  chest.  Surrounding  is  the 
legend  S.M.V.  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  /  FIVE  DOL.  (with  S.M.V.  shorthand 
for  Standard  Mint  Value).  Well  struck;  lustrous.  One  of  the  most  popular 
Territorial  denominations  and  types! 

Moffat  and  Company’s  coining  operations  expanded  until  it  became  the 
most  important  and  prolific  coiner  of  California  private  gold  pieces,  despite 
competition  from  many  new  companies  with  their  own  coins  and  ingots.  By 
October  1849,  nine  companies  in  either  San  Francisco  or  Sacramento  had 
tried  issuing  coins.  The  $5  pieces  are  found  dated  either  1849  or  1850  by  this 
minter.

Frosty  luster  on  either  side;  struck  in  the 
yellowish  gold  that  is  usual  with  Territorial  native  gold  issues  because  they 
contain  a  high  silver  content  in  addition  to  gold  and  some  copper  (U.S.  fed¬ 
eral  coinage  is  90%  gold,  10%  copper,  with  no  silver  in  the  alloy).  An  his¬ 
toric  coin  from  this  famed  California  private  minter.

fresh  golden  color  elsewhere  with  ample  luster  visible.  A  well  struck  specimen 
that  would  make  a  suitable  addition  to  a  Territorial  Gold  set.  The  Assay 
Office  struck  $10,  $20,  and  $50  denominations  at  this  period.  It’s  issues  were 
widely  accepted;  indeed,  many  consider  the  company  to  be  a  provisional 
mint,  established  in  the  emergency  conditions  of  the  early  gold  rush. 
Coinage,  while  large,  was  later  melted,  to  be  refashioned  into  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  branch  mint  gold  issues  that  often  occasionally  sink  to  the  bottom  of 
the  sea  in  famous  shipwrecks  such  as  the  S.S.  Yankee  Blade,  the  Brother 
Jonathan,  and  the  doomed  S.S.  Central  America  with  its  cargo  of  1857-S 
twenties.

The  Assay  Office  struck  gold  coins  and  slugs  in  varying 
alloys,  this  being  standard  coin  alloy  of  90%  gold  (although  it  is  assumed 
there  is  some  silver  admixed  with  the  copper  and  gold,  unlike  coins  struck 
elsewhere  at  the  time).  The  coin  has  a  wonderful  greenish  yellow  tint  to  it, 
typical  for  an  Assay  Office  $10.  Frosty  everywhere  including  the  well-defined 
eagle.  The  eagle  is  handsomely  displayed  on  the  obverse,  its  wings  out¬ 
stretched,  holding  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  that  is  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised 
letters.  At  its  feet,  a  Union  shield  while  it  grasps  in  its  claw  three  arrows.  On 
the  reverse  is  a  fancy  design  with  rectangular  tablet  in  the  center  inscribed 
with  UNITED  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF  GOLD  SAN  FRANCISCO 
CALIFORNIA  1853.

In 
the  eagles  beak,  a  ribbon  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters;  in  one  claw,  a 
bunch  of  arrows  and  Union  shield;  in  the  other  claw,  resting  on  three  logs  (?), 
a  laurel  branch  of  peace.

THOUS.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Target  reverse.  Normal  circulation 
abrasions  on  both  side,  though  the  corners  are  better  than  average  and  all  leg¬ 
ends  plain  including  the  small  letters  around  the  outer  margin  denoting  this 
as  UNITED  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF  GOLD  SAN  FRANCISCO 
CALIFORNIA.  The  900  THOUS  alloy  pieces  are  slightly  rarer  than  the 
887-fine  variety,  with  both  made  from  native  California  gold. 

Native  California  ores  ranged  from  about  850/1000  to  925/1000  gold, 
according  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia,  the  rest  75-150/1000  silver.  “Federal 
gold  coins  had  to  contain  900/100  gold,  not  over  50/1000  silver,  the  rest 
copper,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Jan.  18,  1837.  To  bring  California  gold  to  the 
federal  standard  required  copper  (very  scarce)  and  parting  acids  (concentrat¬ 
ed  nitric,  sulfuric,  and  hydrochloric  acids),  which  were  not  locally  made,  and 
could  not  be  safely  shipped  either  overland  or  via  Panama  or  Cape  Horn.  The 
new  Mint  Director,  George  N.  Eckert,  wrote  to  Treasury  Secretary  Corwin 
that  some  150,000  lbs.  of  parting  acids  would  be  necessary  for  each  year’s 
operations  in  San  Francisco.  In  practice,  substandard  gold  was  brought  to 
stated  fineness  (880,  884,  887,  or  900)  by  adding  measured  weights  of  proof¬ 
ing  pieces  (small  bars  of  999  +  Fine  gold)  to  each  melt,  and  deducting  their 
cost  from  the  value  of  the  finished  coins;  but  parting  acids  were  necessary  to 
make  proofing  pieces.” 

Calling  the  new  coins  “ingots”  and  the  new  provisional  branch  mint  “U.S. 
Assay  Office  of  Gold”  was  a  clever  solution  to  get  around  the  fact  this  was  a 
private  firm  and  not  an  authorized  agency  of  the  federal  government.

4754  1851  Augustus  Humbert.  $50  Gold  or  “Slug.”  887  THOUS.  NGC  grad¬ 

ed  About  Uncirculated  55.  Beautiful  surfaces  with  plenty  of  mint  luster  and 
warm  orange  gold  color.  The  fields  are  remarkably  fresh  for  one  of  these  mas¬ 
sive  slugs;  furthermore,  the  strike  is  extremely  sharp  inasmuch  as  it  shows  the 
full  Union  shield  held  in  the  eagle’s  claw.  Normally  this  high  central  area  is 
rounded  or  lacks  detail.  Further  to  the  coin’s  benefit,  the  sharp,  damage-free 
corners,  all  eight  of  which  on  this  unusual  octagonal  coin  are  sharp.  Augus¬ 
tus  Humbert  preceded  the  Assay  Office  of  Gold  in  California.  His  legend 
appears  around  the  outer  margin  on  the  obverse:  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 
UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA.  A  full  sharp  date 
below.  Target  reverse. 

The  $50  ingots  or  “slugs”  or  “Californians”  as  they  were  sometimes  referred  to, 
did  pass  as  money;  for  most  of  1851-53  they  were  the  principal  accepted  cur¬ 
rency  in  California.  Earlier  dies  gave  the  issuers  name  as  AUGUSTUS  HUM¬ 
BERT  U.S.  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD;  later  ones  as  UNITED  STATES  ASSAY 
OFFICE  OF  GOLD,  but  it  was  the  same  provisional  branch  mint,  located  at 
first  on  Montgomery  St.  between  Commercial  and  Clay,  later  at  608-10  Com¬ 
mercial  St.  Humbert  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  Jan.  30,  1851,  bringing  mas¬ 
ter  dies  or  hubs,  and  on  Jan.  3 1  he  struck  his  first  octagonal  ingots.

Extremely  choice  luster,  a  veritable  full  strike  barring  a  few  of  the  obverse 
stars,  and  superior  rims  and  cleanliness.  Normal  for  the  issue  is  heavy  abra¬ 
sions  from  rough  handling  in  the  hectic  conditions  of  gold  rush  boomtowns. 
This,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  well  cared  for  and  carefully  preserved.  The 
photograph  shows  much;  in-person  inspection  reveals  a  downright  gorgeous 
coin,  one  for  the  specialized  collection  or  museum  buyer. 

“During  the  period  immediately  following  the  closing  of  the  United  States 
Assay  Office  on  December  14,  1853,”  observes  Dr.  Donald  Kagin  in  his  Pri¬ 
vate  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United  States,  “and  prior  to  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  mint  operations  the  following  April,  there  was  no  government 
mint  in  operation  in  California.  Private  coinage  also  had  ceased  by  Decem¬ 
ber  and  many  of  these  (Moffat  &  Co.)  coins  had  been  melted  or  shipped  out 
of  the  country.  These  factors  caused  yet  another  monetary  stringency. 

“On  January  14,  1854,  a  group  of  bankers  and  merchants  petitioned  the 
assay  office  of  Kellogg  &  Richter  to  coin  gold,  and  on  February  9th,  Kellogg 
began  issuing  $20  gold  pieces.  The  Kellogg  $20  pieces  met  the  immediate 
emergency.”

within  the  devices  and  around  legends  and  stars;  sharp  strike  in  centers.  Exten¬ 
sive  field  contact  which  is  normal  for  this  very  scarce  issue.  Kellogg  and  Com¬ 
pany  had  a  top-notch  reputation  among  the  California  gold  minters.  Their 
coins  were  accepted  far  and  wide.  When  the  federal  mint  opened  in  1854,  pro¬ 
duction  was  still  to  low  to  fill  the  demand  from  miners  and  mining  companies, 
so  Kellogg  continued  to  strike  these  historic  $20  pieces  into  1855.

4757  1861  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company.  $2.50  Gold.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

61.  Head  of  Liberty  modeled  after  the  regular  U.S.  Quarter  Eagle;  inscribed 
in  raised  letters  on  the  coronet  PIKES  PEAK.  The  reverse  legends  follows  the 
rim  and  reads  CLARK  GRUBER  &  CO  DENVER  /  2-1/2  D.  An  eagle  in 
center.  Typical  weakness  in  centers;  well  struck  elsewhere,  and  lustrous. 

The  phrase  PIKES  PEAK  on  these  has  to  do  more  with  mint  location  than 
with  bullion  sources;  though  the  whole  area  was  known  as  the  “Pike’s  Peak 
District,”  most  of  the  nuggets  and  dust  actually  came  from  the  Central  City 
area  and  other  mining  towns  west  of  Denver.  The  image  of  Pike’s  Peak  is  fic¬ 
titious  on  some  $  1 0  and  $20  denominations  by  this  minter,  suggesting  a  vol¬ 
canic  cone  rather  than  merely  one  massif  in  a  mountain  range  longer  than 
Colorado  Territory. 

During  1 862,  for  reasons  never  made  clear  (but  likely  to  have  included  fed¬ 
eral  pressure),  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  switched  from  coining  gold  dust  to 
forming  it  into  rectangular  ingots.  These  ingots  were  accepted  at  stamped 
value  nationwide  and  as  far  off  as  Europe  and  Australia.

mering  color  that  ranges  from  iridescent  gold  and  blue  to  sunset  red  and  sil¬ 
ver.  Isabellas  snood  is  highly  detailed,  her  crown  bejeweled  and  razor-sharp, 
her  blouse  showing  amazing  detail,  with  the  entire  composition  presenting 
an  aura  of  aristocratic  beauty. 

This  is  Charles  E.  Barber’s  most  artistic  portraits.  The  obverse  of  the  Isabella 
Quarter  bears  a  likeness  of  Queen  Ysabella  (Isabella),  the  Spanish  potentate 
who  funded  Columbus’s  sailing  to  the  New  World.  For  the  reverse,  Barber 
gives  a  nod  to  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  who  were  promoters  of  the 
Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago  in  1892-3.  In  all,  there  were  40,000 
Isabellas  authorized.  Only  24,191  were  ultimately  sold  (including  103 
Proofs),  the  remainder  melted.

SlHKi  1937  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  A  vibrant  spectrum  of  colors 
greets  the  eye,  almost  a  rainbow  assortment  from  the  original  “tab”  holder. 
Gold  is  the  predominant  hue,  gleaming  and  champagne-colored,  but  then  it 
deepens  (especially  on  the  reverse)  to  iridescent  reds  and  blues.  The  effect  is 
breathtaking.  To  say  the  very  least,  this  Antietam  is  a  knock-out! 

The  Battle  of  Antietam,  Sept.  17,  1862,  is  considered  the  bloodiest  single  day 
in  the  Civil  War.  To  pay  homage  to  the  75th  anniversary  of  this  battle,  design¬ 
er  and  sculptor  William  Marks  Simpson  created  conjoined  busts  of  the  two 
generals  who  led  the  opposing  forces  in  the  battle  that  day,  George  B.  McClel¬ 
lan  (from  Union  side)  and  Robert  E.  Lee  (revered  leader  of  the  Confederates). 
For  the  reverse,  Simpson  chose  to  depict  the  Burnside  Bridge  which  was  a 
strategic  site  in  the  battle.  A  total  of  50,000  were  authorized  at  $1.65  each, 
although  only  18,000  were  eventually  sold,  the  remainder  melted.

patina  covers  both  sides;  the  strike  complete,  the  fields  and  devices  impecca¬ 
ble.

5034  1928  Hawaiian.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Finest  Certified.  Population:  1,  with  0  higher.  Exquisite  toning  and  superlative  luster:  the  ultimate  in 

beauty  in  a  Hawaiian  Commemorative  Half  Dollar.  Normally,  when  this  issue  is  found  toned  it  tends  to  have  unenviable  color  like  ochre-green  and  gold.  This 
Mint  State  67,  on  the  other  hand,  shines  with  pearlescent  hues,  almost  opalescent,  and  there  is  a  band  of  deeper  color  (amber-gold  to  steel)  at  the  rim  on  obverse. 
It  goes  without  saying  the  strike  is  100%  bold.  It  goes  without  saying,  as  well,  that  the  fields  and  devices  are  utterly  superb.  In  Hawaii,  this  Commemorative  goes 
by  the  name  “Captain  Cook”  in  honor  of  the  gentleman  whose  portrait  occupies  the  obverse.  Mintage:  10,000.  As  stated  above,  this  is  the  finest  certified  and  clear¬ 
ly  is  in  the  running  (if  not  at  the  head  of  the  pack)  for  the  honor  of  finest  known. 

The  Hawaiian  Commemorative  was  struck  to  observe  Hawaii’s  first  sighting  by  Europeans  when  Captain  Cook  and  his  robust  crew  sailed  into  view  of  the  isles 
one  fine  day  in  1778.  Cook  would  return  to  the  islands  on  his  second  voyage  in  1779,  where,  through  a  misunderstanding  between  the  inhabitants  and  some  of 
his  crew,  an  altercation  ensued,  whereby  he  was  stabbed  in  the  back,  dismembered,  and  (if  the  history  books  do  not  lie)  fed  to  the  dogs!  After  later  mediation,  his 
heart  and  bones  were  retrieved  and  returned  to  his  dumbfounded  shipmates.  The  vessel  set  sail  back  to  England  for  a  somber,  if  well-attended,  funeral.

5035  1935  Hudson.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Beautiful  toning  that  can  best  be  compared  to  the  luminescent  hues  of  fine  opal,  the  coloration  subtle,  mystifying, 

and  not  to  put  too  fine  a  point  on  it,  downright  endearing.  Something  of  a  wizard’s  touch  is  what  Nature  concocted.  Of  course,  the  surface  beneath  this  color  is  itself  beau¬ 
tiful:  smooth,  lustrous,  without  injury  from  handling.  All  of  the  design  is  in  bold  relief,  this  being  one  of  the  more  unusual  themes  for  a  silver  Commemorative  Half  Dol¬ 
lar  as  described  in  the  next  paragraph. 


The  city  of  Hudson,  New  York  was  founded  in  1785  and  the  obverse,  by  Chester  Beach,  depicts  Henry  Hudson’s  ship  the  Half  Moon.  On  the  obverse,  King  Neptune 
straddles  a  spouting  whale  hind  end  foremost,  while  a  triton  blows  a  conch  shell  in  the  background.  There  were  10,000  coins  struck,  all  sold  on  behalf  of  the  “Hudson 
Sesquicentennial  Committee”  which  probably  consisted  of  the  mayor  and  city  fathers.  These  were  supposed  to  be  sold  to  the  public  for  $1  apiece,  but  most  ended  up  in 
hoards  that  speculators  later  released  in  small  quantities  at  much  higher  prices  during  the  1935-6  Commemorative  boom.  (For  trivia  buffs,  the  Hudson  is  the  only  Com¬ 
memorative  that  had  a  larger  total  mintage  than  the  population  of  the  city  being  commemorated.  Hudson’s  1980  population  was  7,986!)

Two  accoladed  busts  on  the  obverse  depict  a  Dutch  settler  and  an  Algonquin  Indian, 
respectively.  On  the  reverse  is  a  Dutch  three-masted  ship  of  the  period  similar  to  that  which  the  settler  used.  Howard  Kenneth  Weinman  was  the  coin’s  designer, 
Weinman  being  the  son  of  A.  A.  Weinman  who  had  earlier  designed  the  Mercury  Dime  and  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.  In  all,  81,773  Long  Islands  were  sold.

Walter  Breen,  in  his  ency¬ 
clopedia  on  the  series,  described  the  reverse  motif  as  follows:  “A  white  fron¬ 
tiersman  with  rifle  and  powderhorn  (apparently  on  the  old  theory  that  ‘the 
only  good  Injun  is  a  dead  Injun’)  appears  to  be  sending  away  the  Indian, 
whose  shield  and  peace  pipe  are  mere  impedimenta.”  Net  mintage  was:  with

Issue  price  was  $2  each  with  a  net  mintage  of  15,251 
plus  50  presentation  specimens  struck  from  a  single  blow  on  a  proof  planchet 
using  polished  dies.

all  rights  —  just  looking  at  it  will  tell  you  at  once  —  this  is  the  Finest  Known  of  the  few  surviving  round  $50  gold  pieces  struck  at  the  Exposition  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  the  Philadelphia  Mints  450-ton  medal  press. 

What  an  amazing  and  pleasing  gold  piece  it  is!  The  luster  is  velvety  textured  and  smooth,  without  intervening  hairlines  or  marks,  free  from  spotting,  the  type  of 
luster  that  gleams  with  an  almost  surreal  inner  glow.  Fresh  golden,  the  color  adds  mightily  to  the  already  artistic  design  ot  Minerva  and  owl.  Furthermore,  the 
luster  covers  the  entire  surface  including  the  important  cheek  area,  which  can,  and  often  does,  attract  hairlines.  From  center  to  periphery  the  coin  shimmers  with 
this  golden  hue.  The  design,  which  we  next  describe,  is  down  and  out  beautiful!  No  areas  remain  weak.  All  of  the  elements  of  helmet  and  hair,  feathers,  beak  and 
claws,  show  intricate  detail. 

Imagine  the  strides  in  technology  which  had  to  be  made  before  these  hefty  2-1/2  ounce  gold  commemorative  could  be  struck.  The  Philadelphia  Mint’s  fourteen- 
ton  medal  press  was  shipped  by  train  cross-continent  and  set  in  place  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  for  the  striking  ceremonies  for  the  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold 
pieces.  It  is  claimed  this  press  could  strike  with  a  force  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By  comparison,  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  required  no  more  than  1  50  tons  to 
strike. 

Americas  fairs  and  expos  usually  have  a  theme.  For  1915,  the  fair  organizers  paid  dual  homage  to  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  (1513)  as  well  as  to  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  the  main  anchor  points  for  their  exposition’s  theme.  A  series  of  5  coins  was  struck  for  the  occasion,  including  complete 
sets  mounted  in  metal  frames  or  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  Many  sales  were  made  to  banks  and  other  novices;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples  are  especial¬ 
ly  hard  to  find.  The  larger  the  denomination,  the  harder  to  locate.  Some  were  also  carried  as  souvenir  pieces  by  their  purchasers.  When  all  was  said  and  done, 
only  483  Round  and  645  Octagonal  $50  gold  pieces  were  sold.  It  can  be  assumed  (though  no  separate  records  were  kept  in  this  regard)  that  numerous  specimens 
in  the  hands  of  the  public  were  melted  after  the  federal  government  seized  America’s  gold  in  1933.  We  estimate  there  are  200  or  so  of  the  round  pieces  remain¬ 
ing,  with  perhaps  300  to  350  in  the  octagonal  format.  And  as  already  alluded  to,  this  is  the  Finest  Certified,  the  only  specimen  graded  Mint  State  66  by  either 
NGC  or  PCGS!

Description  of  the  coin’s  devices:  The  goddess  Minerva  or  Athena  wears  the  crested  helmet  found  on  numerous  depictions  of  her  in  ancient  Greek  coinage;  it 
is  (as  usual)  pushed  back  off  her  face,  to  signify  peaceful  intentions. 

On  reverse  is  her  owl,  seated  on  a  branch  of  long-leafed  pine.  In  the  field  between  the  cone  farthest  to  right  and  inner  border  of  long  and  short  beads  (often  called  the  Morse 
code  circle)  is  mintmark  S.  Below  the  branch,  vertically  above  the  R  of  FRANCISCO,  are  the  initials  RA  for  Robert  Aitken,  the  designer.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  A  head  of  Liberty  similar 
to  the  Large  Cents,  though  no  stars  surrounding,  instead  a  plain  field.  Sharp 
strike  on  hair;  the  wreath  shows  a  few  weak  areas  that  lie  opposite  high  points 
on  the  obverse.

I  he  same  design  as  the  popular  1856  Flying  Eagle 
Cent  rarity  mated  to  a  reverse  that  has  an  oak  wreath  surmounted  by  ornate 
shield. 

Although  the  copper  large  cents  had  grown  increasingly  unpopular  due  to 
their  size  and  tendency  to  blacken  and  become  foul,  the  Mint  resisted  any 
change  in  the  coin  until  the  past  mid-century.  Several  proposals  were  floated 
for  a  substitute,  with  numerous  Pattern  Cents  in  the  1850-59  years.  Accord¬ 
ing  the  mint  correspondence  of  the  period,  when  discussing  the  novel  cop¬ 
per-nickel  idea,  “The  infusion  of  twelve  per  cent  of  nickel  which  is  a  metal 
of  considerable  value  elevates  the  character  of  the  material,  and  besides  the 
advantages  of  color  and  general  appearance  will  enable  us  to  make  a  cent  of 
less  weight  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  some  just  proportion  between  the 
intrinsic  and  the  nominal  value  of  the  coin.  The  present  legal  cent  weighs  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  grains;  the  specimens  I  send  you  weigh  about  seven¬ 
ty-two  grains,  and  I  propose  that  as  a  proper  weight.  It  gives  a  sufficient 
seignorage  and  is  represented  by  a  convenient  decimal,  namely,  fifteen  hun¬ 
dredths  of  an  ounce,  which  will  afford  a  proper  facility  in  the  calculations  of 
the  mint,  they  being  kept,  as  you  are  aware,  in  troy  ounce  and  decimals  of 
the  ounce.”

Issues  of  the  cent  were 
struck  on  thin  or  thick  nickel  planchets,  as  well  as  aluminum  plain  edge 
blanks.

This  act  further 
provided  for  the  issue  of  nickel  five  cent  pieces.  As  a  result,  a  number  of  pat¬ 
terns  were  made  for  this  denomination.  The  obverse  designs  include  a  shield 
copied  from  that  used  on  the  two  cent  piece,  different  designs  of  the  head  of 
Washington  and  one  of  the  head  of  Lincoln.  These  were  combined  with  a 
variety  of  reverses.

1  he  different  experimental  alloys  were  enumerated  in  the  Mint  direc¬ 
tor’s  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1897.  These  can  only 
be  distinguished  with  absolute  certainty  by  resorting  to  elemental  analysis. 
All  are  quite  scarce,  however.  Having  developed  several  different  alloys,  the 
mint  decided  to  remain  with  the  traditional  Liberty  Head,  V  Cents  design 
for  the  time  being  with  the  result  being  these  interesting  Shield  1896  five- 
cent  Patterns  faded  into  memory.

Aluminum  was  the  new  “wonder  metal”  of  the  mid- 1800s  when  this 
piece  was  made.  Light  and  easy  to  work,  it  had  splendid  properties  and 
possibilities.  There  was  only  one  drawback:  price.  For  aluminum  was 
right  up  there  with  gold  and  platinum  as  one  of  the  precious  metals.  It 
retained  this  status  until  metallurgists  found  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quanti¬ 
ty.  As  a  consequence,  the  US.  mint  struck  only  limited  numbers  of  alu¬ 
minum  patterns  and  die  trial  pieces  each  year,  often  Rarity-6  or  Rarity-7 
items.  (In  1889,  man’s  technology  finally  caught  up  with  his  need  for 
large  quantities  of  this  miracle  light  metal;  prices  plummeted  and  alu¬ 
minum  was  soon  being  used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional 
badges,  inflation  coins  by  the  jillion,  and  all  sorts  of  other  flimsy  doo¬ 
dads.

A  splendid  gem  toned  Proof 
that  has  superb  and  bold  devices  against  a  watery  deep  mirror  field.  Bust  of 
Liberty  faces  left,  with  thirteen  stars  around  and  the  date  below.  Liberty  is 
wearing  a  wreath  of  leave,  and  her  hair  is  braided  and  coiled  at  the  back.  The 
design  is  attributed  to  the  artist  J.  A.  Bailly. 

Joseph  Alexis  Bailly  is  forgotten  today.  His  most  visible  achievement  is  the 
statue  of  George  Washington  that  stands  at  the  front  of  Independence  Hall 
in  Philadelphia.  “More  sublime  in  moral  grandeur  than  the  Colossus  of 
Rhodes;  more  chaste  and  awe-inspiring  than  the  Belvidere  Apollo,  the  figure 
of  Washington  is  encircled  with  the  radiance  illuminating  the  history  of  his 
own  greatness.  Independence  Hall  would  never  have  been  complete  without 
this  statue.”  So  wrote  D.W  Belisle  in  his  1859  book,  History  of  Independence 
Hall.  With  a  recommendation  like  that,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  Bailly  came  to 
the  attention  of  the  Mint. 

In  1873,  Joseph  Alexis  Bailly  (whose  name  appears  incorrectly  in  many  coin 
books  as  “Bailey”)  designed  the  “Defiant  Eagle”  Trade  dollar.  The  Liberty  on 
one  of  his  pattern  coins  is  seated  on  a  globe  on  which  is  inscribed  the  word 
LIBERTY.  Behind  the  globe  is  sheaf  of  wheat.  In  front  of  it  are  two  bales  on 
cotton.  On  the  cotton  is  a  tobacco  plant.  In  Liberty’s  right  a  hand  is  a  cap  on 
a  pole.  Another,  this  Judd- 1283  piece,  has  a  large  Liberty  head  on  the  obverse 
in  place  of  the  seated  figure. 

Bailly  repeated  the  same  elements  for  the  obverse  of  his  pattern  20-cent  piece 
of  1874.  Some  minor  details  are  different,  but  the  design  is  immediately  rec¬ 
ognizable.  The  reverse  is  the  eagle  from  the  regular  issue  Trade  Dollar.  The 
eagle  faces  his  left,  a  mirror  image  of  the  eagle  from  the  Seated  Liberty  quar¬ 
ter  and  half  dollar.  Other  differences  in  the  proportions  of  the  wings,  and  so 
on  are  apparent,  but  are  minor.

ERTY  in  incuse  letters  on  a  ribbon),  the  mint  chose  to  substitute  a  bale  of  hay 
tor  rhr  accepted  design  when  it  began  issuing  Trade  Dollars  later  in  the  year.

The  obverse  is  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  one  adopted  except  that  the  right  tip  of  the  base  is  longer.  A  small 
eagle  graces  the  reverse,  wings  spread,  holding  three  arrows  in  its  left  talon 
and  an  olive  branch  in  its  right  talon.  In  the  eagle’s  beak  is  a  scroll  inscribed 
E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Above  the  eagle  is  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA.  Below  are  the  weight  420  GRAINS,  the  standard  of  the  metal, 
900  FINE,  and  the  denomination  TRADE  DOLLAR.  Barber  explained  his 
design  thus,  “The  figure  of  America  seated  on  Bales  of  Merchandise  on  her 
left  hand  is  the  scroll  of  liberty  and  emblems  of  agriculture  in  her  right  hand 
is  the  Branch  of  Olives  which  she  is  extending  over  the  ocean,  as  an  invite  to 
Peace,  Trade  and  Friendship  to  all  the  World  .  .  .”

A  few  flyspecks  and  car¬ 
bon  spots.  (In  holder  #3404234)  The  PCGS  holder  describes  this  as  from  the 
Harry  Bass,  Jr.  Collection  (sold  by  Bowers  and  Merena,  May  1999,  lot  1265. 
A  splendid  1875  “Liberty  by  the  Seashore”  $1  that  includes  an  obverse  die 
cutting  error.  Liberty  is  seated  on  a  globe  facing  left.  Her  left  hand  is  on  the 
globe,  which  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Her  raised  right  hand  holds  an  olive 
branch.  She  faces  the  sea  with  a  ship  in  the  distance.  Thirteen  stars  above,  and 
the  date  1875  below.  A  scroll  above  the  date  contains  the  motto,  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST.  The  ship  sails  to  the  east  (right)  with  sails  billowing  in  the  for¬ 
ward  direction,  however,  the  smoke  from  the  stack  is  trailing  behind  the  ship! 
Reverse:  the  earlier  standard  type  as  used  on  Liberty  Seated  dollars  1840- 
1865  without  motto. 

This  beautiful  and  rare  Pattern  for  a  silver  dollar  is  most  properly  a  pattern 
trade  dollar  since  the  obverse  die  was  intended  for  the  trade  dollar  series. 
However,  some  person  or  persons  unknown  decided  to  create  a  “numismat¬ 
ic  delicacy,”  as  Bowers  calls  it,  by  combining  it  not  only  with  the  incorrect 
denomination,  but  also  with  a  die  from  an  incorrect  era.  The  intended  objec¬ 
tive  was  accomplished  in  good  order  —  indeed,  a  prime  rarity  was  created, 
one  which  has  a  great  fascination  today  and  which  will  engender  desire  on 
the  part  of  many  prospective  bidders.  This  is  one  of  the  most  curious,  most 
interesting  patterns  to  issue  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  the  era.

Demand  arose  for  gold  coins  of  the  Dollar  and  Half  Dollar  denom¬ 
inations.  These  short-lived  ring  Patterns  were  the  outcome.  Before  they  could 
be  implemented,  however,  a  better  solution  was  hit  upon:  that  of  reducing 
the  weight  of  silver  coins  and  adding  arrows  beside  the  date  to  denote  the 
change  (1853-1855).  A  top-end  specimen  of  this  historic  issue,  one  of  the 
few  affordable  American  Patterns  actually  struck  in  gold.

The  reason  for  the 
increased  diameter  and  reduced  thickness  of  this  piece  compared  to  a  regular 
$5  gold  coin  is  to  make  the  alteration  of  the  coins  far  more  difficult  to  accom¬ 
plish  should  anyone  desire  to  scoop  out  any  of  the  metal  from  the  center,  as 
had  occurred  from  time  to  time  with  $10  denominations.

The 
diameter  is  considerably  larger  than  that  of  regular  issue  $5  gold  pieces. 

The  Director  of  the  Mint  in  his  report  of  1878  stated  that  he  had  “long  been 
impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  worst  danger  which  threatens  our  gold 
coin,  from  counterfeiters,  is  the  filling  with  an  inferior  metal  or  alloy.  By  this 
art  the  piece  presents  genuine  exteriors,  but  the  inner  part  having  been 
removed,  a  disk  of  platinum,  pure  or  alloyed,  is  inserted  in  its  place  and 
closed  with  a  ribbed  rim  of  gold.  It  is,  therefore  partly  genuine  and  partly 
counterfeit,  and  its  value  is  reduced  by  several  dollars,  differing  according  to 
the  denomination  of  the  piece. 

“The  largest  chance  of  spoliation  of  course  occurs  with  the  twenty-dollar 
piece,  but  the  pieces  of  ten  and  five  dollars  have  also  been  filled.  So  far  the 
mischief  has  been  very  limited,  as  it  evidently  requires  first-class  workmen, 
and  is  slow  work;  but  pieces  of  this  sort  are,  of  all  false  issues,  the  most  diffi¬ 
cult  to  detect. 

“Some  experiments  were  made  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  in  1860  to  determine 
whether  this  fraud  might  not  be  prevented  by  materially  lessening  the  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  coin  and  consequently  enlarging  its  diameter,  at  the  same  time 
giving  the  disks  a  slight  concavity,  so  as  to  make  the  piece  of  a  minimum 
thickness  at  the  center.  A  pair  of  dies  were  engraved  for  the  half  eagle,  and  a 
few  specimens  prepared  on  this  basis. 

“Nothing  further  was  done,  for  in  fact  in  the  very  next  year  gold  disappeared 
from  circulation  and  has  so  continued,  until  we  are  now  on  the  eve  of  resum¬ 
ing  its  use.  I  have  therefore  thought  it  desirable,  in  order  to  give  our  gold  coin 
greater  security,  to  experiment  still  farther  in  this  line,  and  to  this  end  exper¬ 
imental  dies  are  being  prepared  for  the  half  and  quarter  eagle  denominations. 
The  larger  piece  will  be  expanded  to  nearly  the  surface  of  the  present  eagle, 
and  adjusted  both  to  ordinary  and  metrical  scales,  viz.,  one  inch  or  about 
twenty-six  millimeters  in  diameter. 

“  I  he  smaller  piece  will  be  of  the  diameter  of  the  present  three  dollar  piece, 
about  four  fifths  of  an  inch,  or  twenty  millimeters. 

“These  measures  make  the  planchet  so  thin  that  sawing  out  the  interior  part 
would  be  a  very  critical,  not  to  say  impossible,  feat,  and  not  likely  to  pay  for 
the  labor.  At  the  same  time  the  coins  would  be  thick  enough  at  the  raised 
border  to  be  easily  taken  up  by  the  fingers  and  stiff  enough  to  resist  bending. 

“The  dimensions  of  our  coins  have  never  been  a  matter  of  legal  enactment, 
and  alteration  could  be  made,  if  so  desired,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury.”

Slight  weakness  at 
centers  as  would  be  expected  from  a  planchet  that  was  thinner  than  intend¬ 
ed.  The  nickel-alloy  five-cent  blank  would  have  weight  77  grains  while  a 
bronze  planchet  meant  for  an  Indian  cent  would  be  only  48  grains,  hence  the 
lack  of  metal  that  can  flow  evenly  into  the  recessed  areas  of  both  dies.  A  stun¬ 
ning  Shield  Nickel  error!

“The  off  center  struck  coin  is  probably  be  best  known  error  coin  type.  It  has 
happened  in  every  type,  series,  and  denomination  of  coin  which  has  ever 
been  made  in  the  U.S.  Mints.  The  only  exception  to  this  would  be  proof 
coins,  which  are  closely  inspected  and  hand  made,  and  which  are  housed  in 
special  holders.  (An  off  center  struck  proof  coin  would  not  fit  the  holder  and 
would  be  unable  to  be  issued  legally). 


“The  off  center  strike  happens  when  the  blank  which  is  supposed  to  be  fed 
into  the  press  and  land  in  the  collar  and  rest  on  the  lower  die,  doesn’t  do  that. 
Instead,  the  blank  falls  in  a  random  manner  so  that  it  is  partly  on  top  of  the 
collar.  In  this  way  only  part  of  the  blank  is  between  the  upper  and  lower  dies. 
When  the  dies  strike  the  blank,  only  part  of  the  design  will  be  stamped  into 
that  blank.  Part  of  the  blank  will  remain  unstruck  and  be  featureless. 

“Due  to  the  nature  of  the  error,  off  center  strikes  happen  in  a  totally  random 
manner.  Since  it  isn’t  a  repetitive  error  (one  which  is  repeated  over  and  over 
again  in  the  same  way),  no  two  off  center  strikes  are  ever  precisely  the  same. 
Even  though  some  may  look  similar,  there  will  always  be  enough  differences 
to  point  out  that  no  two  are  ever  identical.”  [Margolis- Weinberg,  The  Error 
Coin  Encyclopedia ,  3rd  edition]

The 
result  will  be  a  coin  struck  on  a  blank  for  which  it  wasn’t  intended,  such  as 
this  Liberty  nickel  on  a  “French  bronze”  planchet  meant  for  an  Indian  cent.

The  capped  die  strike  error  coin  is  caused  by  a  mechanical  accident  in  the 
coinage  press.  It  is  the  result  of  a  series  of  sequential  errors,  of  which  this  die 
cap  brockage  type  is  the  final  defective  coin. 

When  coins  are  struck,  the  usual  procedure  is  for  the  upper  die  to  descend 
with  great  force  and  strike  the  planchet,  causing  the  metal  to  reform  into  the 
desired  coin  design.  Then  the  upper  die  retracts  and  the  lower  die  pushes  the 
struck  coin  upward,  out  of  the  collar,  and  the  finished  coin  is  ejected  into  bin. 
A  new  planchet  is  dropped  into  the  collar  and  the  entire  procedure  repeats. 

In  the  die  cap  error  sequence,  the  struck  coin  fails  to  eject.  Instead  of  being 
pushed  out  of  the  press,  the  coin  sticks  to  the  upper  die  as  it  retracts  upwards. 
I  his  in  effect,  creates  a  secondary  layer  over  the  upper  die.  The  adhered  coin 
is  known  as  a  “die  cap.” 

During  the  next  few  strikes,  the  die  cap  acts  as  a  substitute  surface  of  the 
upper  die,  and  imprints  its  design  onto  succeeding  coins  which  are  struck  by 
it.  Each  of  the  struck  coins  will  receive  a  brockage  strike  with  weakening 
images  with  each  successive  strike.  Eventually  the  die  cap  will  wear  down  to 
the  point  where  none  of  the  original  design  remains  or  it  will  slip  off  the  die, 
or  be  removed  manually  by  the  pressman.

According  to  Judd,  “After  the  dies  for  the  flying  eagle  cent  were  prepared  Mr. 
Snowden  wrote  to  Mr.  Guthrie  on  Dec.  4,  1856  as  follows:  'Sir,  I  have  caused 
a  few  hundred  specimens  of  the  proposed  new  cent  to  be  struck.  It  would 
probably  aid  us  in  our  efforts  to  deliver  the  Country  from  the  present  large 
and  unsightly  coin  if  a  specimen  were  furnished  to  each  member  of  Congress. 
If  you  concur  in  this  suggestion  I  will  deliver  the  department  from  the  trou¬ 
ble  of  distributing  them  and  send  them  to  the  Members  of  Congress,  or 
transmit  them  to  you  for  distribution  if  you  prefer  that  course.' 

“According  to  other  letters  in  the  Archives  two  specimens  had  been  sent  to 
Mr.  Guthrie,  four  to  President  Pierce,  and  200  to  Representative  S.  D. 
Campbell  on  Feb.  2,  1857,  and  Mr.  Snowden  enclosed  100  more  specimens 
in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Guthrie  on  Feb.  4,  1857.”

From  the  Margolis-Weinberg  reference  on  error  coins,  chapter  on  doubled 
dies:  The  process  of  hubbing  dies  is  repeated  two  or  three  times,  depending 
upon  the  size  of  the  die,  and  the  clarity  of  design  required.  It  is  this  repeated 
process  which  can  create  problems. 

As  the  die  steel  is  heated  and  cooled  in  the  multiple  annealing  operations, 
the  steel  alloy  will  expand  and  contract  with  each  application  of  heat.  Due  to 
variations  in  the  composition  of  the  steel  alloy  it  is  possible  that  during  the 
expansion  and  contractions  of  the  die  steel,  the  shape  of  the  die  will  change 
ever  so  slightly. 

"Later,  when  that  die  is  again  joined  to  the  working  hub  for  another  “squeez¬ 
ing”,  there  will  be  minute  discrepancies  between  the  shape  of  the  working 
hub  and  the  die.  The  die  will  have  changed  shape  from  the  heating  and  cool¬ 
ing  while  the  working  hub  may  have  spread  ever  so  slightly  from  repeated 
hubbings  of  many  dies.  The  result  will  be  a  small  mismatch  when  the  die  is 
squeezed  in  a  later  session  in  the  hubbing  press. 

“If  this  happens,  the  subsequent  die  may  have  slightly  distorted  impressions 
in  its  design  due  to  the  slight  discrepancies  m  die/hub  shapes.  This  will  man¬ 
ifest  itself  as  microscopic  doubling  of  outlines,  letters,  numbers,  or  design 
features.  Which  features  will  be  affected  will  never  be  predictable,  since  no 
two  dies  are  alike  in  this  respect. 

“It  should  be  stressed  that  a  later  hubbing  or  squeeze  will  not  obliterate  the 
images  created  in  a  previous  squeeze.” 

I  he  1873  Cents  with  doubled  LIBER  I  Y  show  two  complete  sets  of  letters, 
equally  sharp,  of  identical  height.

Brenner  had 
signed  his  full  name  on  the  obverse  model,  but  on  Leach's  orders  he  removed 
his  signature,  substituting  V.D.B.  at  bottom  reverse  Owing  largely  to  pressure 
from  the  White  House,  this  version  was  approved,  and  the  new  cents 
appeared  on  Aug.  2,  1909. 

Newspaper  attacks  on  the  use  of  the  initials  followed,  and  people  hoarded  the 
new  coins  as  souvenirs,  correctly  expecting  that  later  cents  would  drop  the 
initials.  An  alternative  proposal  to  substitute  a  modest  B  on  truncation  of 
shoulder  was  so  strongly  objected  to  by  Charles  Barber  that  Brenner's  signa¬ 
ture  in  any  form  was  dropped  instead.

Three-Cent  Silver 


1851-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Fresh  with  satiny  luster  and  original 
toning,  a  well  struck  coin  that  is  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Three-cent  Silvers  struck 
1851-53  are  .750  fine  silver;  thereafter,  the  mint  reverted  to  standard  .900 
fineness  to  retain  their  conformity  with  other  silver  denominations. 

In  1844  the  legal  gold  to  silver  ratio  turned  the  tide  of  silver  movements 
against  the  country.  From  that  year  on  the  exports  to  England  exceeded  the 
imports  from  Mexico.  In  1848  a  new  force  was  added  to  the  steady  pressure 
already  exerted.  The  California  mines  began  to  pour  a  stream  of  gold  into  the 
world’s  currency,  a  volume  so  large  that  it  was  an  influence  in  the  world’s 
markets  in  1849  and  a  violent  force  in  1850.  Early  in  1851  the  market  ratio 
fell  to  15.45  to  1.  The  silver  in  two  half-dollars  was  worth  $1.03  1/2  in  gold, 
and  the  profit  on  exportation  became  a  decisive  force.  Further  circulation  of 
full-weight  silver  coins  was  impossible.  In  1849  Congress  had  authorized  the 
coinage  of  $1  gold  pieces.  To  a  limited  extent  these  small  coins  could  take  the 
place  of  silver  half-dollars  and  quarters  and  they  went  into  circulation  in  great 
numbers,  serving  in  small  measure  to  help  the  currency  situation,  but  also 
hastening  the  disappearance  of  silver. 

While  the  gold  production  of  California  and  Australia  was  inevitably  leading 
to  profound  economic  changes  and  critical  currency  conditions  the  world 
over,  Congress  was  giving  its  attention  to  trivial  proposals  relating  to  the 
small  coins.  In  1850  Senator  Dickinson  introduced  a  bill  proposing  a  silver 
3  cent  piece.  It  was  to  have  the  weight,  proportionate  to  its  3  cent  value,  of 
12  1/8  grains,  but  the  proportion  of  pure  silver  was  to  be  only  3/4  instead  of 
9/10.  And  it  was  to  be  a  subsidiary  coin,  with  a  legal  tender  limit  of  20  cents. 
The  mint  was  to  coin  the  pieces  from  its  own  bullion  and  sell  them  to  the 
public,  but  only  in  exchange  for  foreign  fractional  silver  coins.

The  Proof  No  CENTS  pieces  (a  total  of  6,783 
were  issued)  were  struck  early  in  the  year,  some  going  into  Proof  Sets,  but  the 
majority  sold  as  part  of  the  so-called  “minor”  Proof  Sets  of  Cent-Three-Cent-

a  complete  Cent-to-Dollar  run.  Always  popular  due  to  its  status  as  a  one-year 
Type,  the  1883  is  also  highly  cherished  in  this  outstanding  grade:  bright, 
cameo  frosted,  pretty  much  untoned  and  thoroughly  dazzling.

Furthermore, 
in  checking  the  latest  NGC  and  PCGS  population  reports  we  find  there  are 
only  3  certified  this  high!  (NGC  holder  2081 14-067) 

In  1912,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  denomination,  working  dies 
for  5c  pieces  were  shipped  to  the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  branch  mints. 
Many  uncirculated  specimens  were  saved  of  both,  mostly  from  Denver  and, 
again,  most  of  these  have  dullish,  uninspiring  luster.  The  mint-state  San 
Francisco  survivors  invariably  show  weakness  on  forelock  and  some  other 
parts  of  hair;  apparently  all  came  from  the  same  handful  of  rolls.

Close 
examination  reveals  both  the  4  and  the  2  are  punched  over  an  earlier  4  and 
1  in  this  hubbing  error. 

When  coinage  dies  are  made,  they  are  produced  by  a  very  precise  method  to 
control  uniformity  and  high  quality  of  the  subsequent  coinage  made  from 
the  dies.  The  hubbing  process  consists  of  steel  hubs  which  are  pressed  against 
bars  of  steel  in  hydraulic  presses  to  create  the  desired  designs  in  that  steel  bar 
face.  It  invariably  requires  multiple  pressings  of  the  hub  into  the  die  to  build 
the  proper  design  with  the  correct  depth  and  relief  However,  when  the  hub 
is  pressed  into  the  die  steel,  the  die  metal  hardens  due  to  a  molecular  effect 
known  as  “work  hardening”.  The  die  steel  must  therefore  be  softened  by  an 
annealing  process  in  which  the  steel  is  heated  to  a  cherry  red  color.  It  is  then 
permitted  to  cool  very  slowly,  relaxing  the  molecules  of  the  steel. 

When  cool,  (an  operation  which  takes  from  24  to  36  hours),  the  “softened” 
die  is  brought  back  to  the  hubbing  room  where  the  hub  is  placed  against  the 
die  and  is  hydraulically  pressed  into  it  again.  This  intensifies  the  design.  The 
same  hubbing-and-annealing  operation  is  repeated  from  three  to  five  times, 
depending  on  the  size  of  the  die  being  made,  until  the  desired  clarity,  depth 
and  relief  of  the  die  design  is  achieved. This  is  the  normal  procedure.  On  rare 
occasions,  especially  near  the  end  of  the  year  when  production  of  dies  for  the 
next  calendar  year  has  started,  it  has  been  possible  for  mix-ups  to  occur.  A 
hub  with  one  date  is  used  to  strike  a  die.  That  die  is  sent  for  annealing.  When 
it  comes  back  for  another  impression  from  the  hub,  it  is  accidentally  struck 
by  a  hub  with  the  next  year’s  date  on  it.  The  die  will  then  have  two  dates  on 
it  instead  of  the  intended  one  date.  This  has  happened  in  a  number  of  rather 
well  known  rare  coins.  The  1918  over  1917  Buffalo  5<t,  this  1942  over  1941 
Mercury  Dime,  the  1918  over  1917S  25<t,  and  the  1942  over  1941  Denver 
Mint  Mercury  Dime  are  only  a  few  of  the  famous  ones.  For  further  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  hubbing  process  and,  indeed,  on  the  entire  minting  proce¬ 
dure,  obtain  a  copy  of  the  newly  revised  third  edition  Margolis- Weinberg 
book  The  Error  Coin  Encyclopedia  which  is  well  researched  and  offers  the 
reader  excellent  illustrations  and  photographs.

“Specimens  were  found  in  proof  sets  in  the  Mint  Bureau’s  sealed  plastic 
containers,  Jan.  6,  1971,”  says  Breen  in  his  encyclopedia  of  the  same  name,  “the  Bureau  on  March  3  confirmed  that  a  single  die  had  produced  2,200  “S-less” 
coins.”

By  1874,  the  bimetallic  ratio  between  gold  and  silver  had  widened  to  16.7  to  1,  and  the  mining  interests  thought  it  profitable  to  have  their  silver  coined  at  the 
San  Francisco  Mint.  Imagine  their  surprise  to  learn  that  the  free  coinage  of  silver  dollars  had  been  discontinued  the  previous  year!  An  agitation  followed,  dur¬ 
ing  which  several  Congressmen  feigned  ignorance  of  the  repeal,  maintaining  it  had  been  worked  into  the  Mint  bill  surreptitiously.  In  order  to  increase  sales  of 
the  white  metal  to  the  mint,  Congress  enacted  legislation  for  a  Twenty-cent  coin  on  the  dubious  assertion  it  would  replace  two  Dimes.  In  any  event,  the  denom¬ 
ination  was  doomed  from  the  start  because  it  too  closely  resembled  the  Quarter  Dollar.  Congress  yanked  it  from  business-strike  production  after  only  two  years 
(continuing  the  Proofs  sold  to  collectors  until  1878  however).

5430  1834  Browning-2.  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Twenty  years  ago  numismatic  scholar  and  researcher  Walter  Breen  estimated  that  only  6-8  Proofs  existed  of 

this  date.  That  estimate  is  still  accurate  today.  Only  seven  other  Proofs  have  been  certified  by  both  grading  services  with  this  piece  the  unquestioned  finest  known. 
The  fields  have  a  high  degree  of  mirrored  reflectivity,  not  simply  semi-prooflike  or  showing  a  nice  glimmer,  but  deeply  reflective  on  both  sides.  The  effect  of  this 
is  undiminished  by  the  presence  of  fairly  pronounced  toning.  Sharply  defined  in  all  areas  as  well,  each  side  has  a  center  that  is  tinted  rich  golden-scarlet  with  deep 
azure-blue  peripheries.  An  outstanding  early  Proof  type  coin.  This  lovely  Bust  Quarter  Dollar  appeared  in  a  Heritage  Signature  sale  in  September  1998  as  lot 
6650.  It  can  be  identified  quite  quickly  by  the  aforementioned  toning  and  resplendent  mirror  surface,  by  a  few  tiny  white  spots  opposite  Liberty’s  neck,  and  by 
the  NGC  holder  number,  which  is  2081 14-023.

Mint  Director  Samuel  Moore  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  Mint  building  (a.k.a..  “Second  Mint,”  Juniper  and  Chestnut  Streets)  on  July  4,  1829,  though  not 
all  machinery  was  to  be  installed  for  another  3-1/2  years.  On  the  same  day,  Moore  notified  Treasury  Secretary  Levi  Woodbury  that  coinage  of  half  dimes  had 
commenced,  employing  several  mechanical  improvements  which  he  was  to  extend  to  all  other  denominations  as  soon  as  possible.  Notable  among  these  were 
wide,  raised  protective  rims  around  a  beaded  border,  and  a  “close  collar”  (called  by  Eric  Newman  and  others  a  “collar  die”),  which  confined  planchets  at  strik¬ 
ing,  simultaneously  reeding  edges  of  gold  and  silver  pieces,  and  imparting  what  Moore  called  “a  mathematical  equality”  to  their  diameters.  This  improvement 
was  extended  at  once  to  dimes,  quarter  eagles,  and  half  eagles,  but  it  was  not  to  reach  other  denominations  for  some  years;  on  quarter  dollars  the  next  oppor¬ 
tunity  was  in  1831.  The  Small  Size  Bust  Quarters  of  1831-38  incorporate  these  innovations  in  the  minting  process. 

William  Kneass,  who  designed  the  new,  modified  Quarters,  omitted  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  ‘One  made  up  of  many,’  as  redundant,  expressing  noth¬ 
ing  more  than  the  phrase  UNIT  ED  STATES.  The  Treasury  Department  attempted  to  force  its  restoration,  but  Moore  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.,  to  justi¬ 
fy  his  action,  and  the  new  coins  remained  without  the  motto  until  1892,  when  it  was  restored  as  part  of  Barber’s  copy  of  the  Great  Seal  on  the  new  des'gn. 

Kneass  retained  the  basic  John  Reich  concept,  but  imparted  an  unaccustomed  modernity  to  the  devices,  aside  from  omitting  the  motto.  Proofs,  as  all  are  aware, 
are  extremely  rare  in  this  period  in  our  nation’s  coinage  history.

5434  1853  No  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  68.  Superb!  The  Finest  Certified.  There  are  three  Mint  State  67s  reported  in  the  NGC/PCGS  population  statistics, 

and  there  is  a  single  Mint  State  68  —  this  specimen.  The  finest  example  that  we  are  pleased  to  offer!  This  also  happens  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  design  Types 
in  all  U.S.  numismatics,  a  coin  whose  distinguishing  features  are  twofold:  no  arrows  at  the  sides  of  the  date  (as  in  1853-55)  and  struck  without  a  “glory”  of  sun  rays 
streaming  out  from  behind  the  eagle.  The  rays  and  arrows  were  used  to  differentiate  these  from  the  coins  struck  earlier.  Why?  It  hinged  upon  a  change  in  the  coinage 
law  in  early  1853,  a  law  that  mandated  reduced  silver  content  in  our  Half  Dimes  through  Half  Dollars  (but  not,  strangely  enough,  the  Silver  Dollars).  In  order  for 
the  Treasury  to  retire  the  pre-enactment,  heavier  coins  in  an  orderly  manner,  the  idea  was  hit  upon  to  place  these  identifying  features  on  the  new  lighter-standard 
coins.  While  the  1853  No  Arrows  and  coin  is  scarce  well  circulated,  it  is  decidedly  rare  in  superb  Uncirculated  condition.  We  have  already  alluded  to  the  fact  there 
are  three  examples  in  Mint  State  67  and  one  in  Mint  State  68.  This  spectacularly  torfed  Mint  State  68  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  575040-002.  It  is  blessed  with  mul¬ 
ticolor  toning,  needle-sharpness  everywhere,  and  exploding  mint  frost  that  seems  to  fly  off  the  surface  when  light  reflects  upon  it.  An  intensely  beautiful  and  thought- 
provoking  piece  of  numismatic  Americana.  One  for  the  specialist;  one  for  the  collector  who  simply  must  have  the  finest  known.

This,  from  the  Donald  Taxay  history  of  the  United  States  Mint:  “Due  to  the  reduction  in  the  weight  of  the  minor  silver  coins  by  the  Mint  Act  of  1853,  it 
became  necessary  to  mark  the  new  coins  in  some  way  to  allow  banks,  etc.,  to  distinguish  them  from  the  pre-Act  silver  of  the  old  standard,  some  of  which  had 
been  struck  in  1853.  In  a  letter  to  Longacre  on  February  22,  1853,  Mint  Director  Eckert  discussed  possible  design  changes  to  achieve  this:  “.  .  .  One  sugges¬ 
tion  which  has  been  made  impresses  me  favorably;  it  is  to  make  a  change  in  the  reverse  of  the  half  and  quarter  dollar  assimilating  them  to  the  dime  &  half  dime; 
that  is  introducing  a  wreath,  with  the  name  of  the  coin  enclosed  .  .  .  Such  alterations,  in  connection  with  arrows  at  the  dates,  as  you  have  formerly  proposed, 
might  suffice  .  .  .”  Longacre  replied  on  February  28:  “.  .  .  The  time  allowed  by  the  law,  is  too  short  to  warrant  any  elaborate  revision  or  alteration  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  devices  ...  I  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  the  following  changes,  to  be  made  on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  respectively,  of  the  silver  coins  now  in  use. 
On  the  obverse  of  the  coins  I  propose  to  mark  the  place  of  the  date,  somewhat  in  the  manner  represented  on  the  next  page  [that  is,  with  facing  arrow  heads]  . 
.  .  On  the  reverse,  I  propose  for  the  half  and  quarter  dollar  to  cover  the  space  between  the  Eagle  and  the  inscription  with  rays  radiating  from  the  centre  of  the 
piece  —  or  what  in  heraldic  language  is  termed  a  ‘glory’  .  .  .”  From  this  we  can  credit  Longacre  with  the  design  changes  on  both  sides  of  the  coins.”

finest  known  of  its  date.  In  mint  condition,  1 872  is  a  very  rare  item.  Business  strikes  were  limited,  most  got  circulated,  many  were  melted,  few  remain.  Proofs  can  be  found 
if  you  are  willing  to  pay  the  price,  however  a  top-end  Mint  condition  specimen  of  this  year  is  rarely  offered  for  sale.  Check  the  records  if  you  have  any  uncertainty.  This  is 
by  far  the  nicest  we  have  seen.  Boldly  struck  on  all  devices,  it  is  satiny  prooflike  in  the  fields  and  covered  in  natural  lilac-rose,  blue  and  gold  toning.  The  obverse  color  is  a 
little  more  developed  than  that  on  the  reverse,  though  both  sides  are  gorgeous.

sinister  claw  a  sheaf  of  13  arrows.”

A  “cameo”  gem  that  exhibits  natural  lavender-gray  toning  with  subtle 
nuances  in  the  undertone  including  steel-blue  and  splashes  of  gold.  It  appears  to  us  this  beauty  has  never  been  touched  since  the  day  it  was  struck,  its  surface 
remains  fresh,  uncleaned,  and  damage  free.  An  extremely  important  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  early  United  States  Proof  coinage.  Diagnostic  features  include 
the  aforementioned  weak  first  star;  some  tiny  black  specks  or  pits  to  the  left  of  the  ear  and  “lovelock”;  NGC  holder  676841-002.

As  old-time  dealers  used  to  remind  their  younger  generation,  a  common  coin  today  will  be  a  common  coin  tomorrow.  That  is  why  when  an  extremely  rare  coin 
such  as  this  1836  Lettered  Edge  Proof  is  offered  it  captures  wide  attention;  and  attention  is  what  you  will  get  if  you  are  the  successful  bidder!  One  of  the  finest 
certified.

The  year  1836  was  one  of  major  importance  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  establishment.  Lettered  edge  Halves  had  been  in  production  since  operations  began  in 
1794.

Beautiful  toning  accompanies  similarly  beautiful  surfaces, 
strike,  and  originality  to  place  this  About  Uncirculated  55  at  the  head  of  the 
line  in  terms  of  freshness,  attractiveness,  originality.  On  the  reverse  only  can 
be  found  the  usual  field  adjustment  marks,  mostly  along  the  lower  portion  of 
the  design  into  the  rim.  This  was  the  result  of  individual  weighing  and 
adjusting  of  planchets  —  standard  practice  in  those  frugal  times. 

This  second  design  for  the  Bust  Dollar,  following  the  1794-95  “flowing  hair”, 
represented  the  fulfillment  of  a  dream  for  the  new  Mint  Director,  Henry 
William  DeSaussure,  according  to  researcher  Walter  Breen.  “On  his  acces¬ 
sion,  he  had  named  his  two  ambitions:  to  place  gold  coinage  into  circulation; 
and  to  improve  the  design  of  all  denominations,  particularly  of  silver  coins. 
To  this  purpose,  he  engaged  the  illustrious  portraitist  Gilbert  Stuart,  who 
submitted  a  (now  lost)  drawing  of  Mrs.  William  Bingham  (nee  Ann  Willing) 
as  Ms.  Liberty.  John  Eckstein  (local  artistic  hack)  translated  this  into  “mod¬ 
els”  (some  kind  of  prototypes  for  device  punches?)  for  Robert  Scot,  losing 
whatever  subtleties  the  Stuart  drawing  may  have  possessed.” 

The  second  of  these  is  likely  to  have  been  the  small  eagle  on  clouds.  Use  of 
olive  and  palm  branches  in  the  wreath  is  said  to  represent  a  bow  to  DeSaus- 
sure’s  Southern  origins,  since  the  palm  tree  isn’t  found  in  the  northern  climes 
of  the  United  States.  In  1797,  the  number  of  stars  was  increased  from  fifteen 
to  sixteen  upon  entry  of  Kentucky  as  the  1 6th  state.  The  coinage  was  the 
smallest  of  any  year  from  1795  to  1803,  only  7,776  pieces  having  been 
struck.  For  this  small  number,  only  two  obverse  dies  and  three  reverse  dies 
were  required.

Some  luster  is  still  present  around  the  stars,  date  dig¬ 
its,  and  within  the  legend  on  reverse.  The  obverse  die  has  a  bulge  or  thin 
break  behind  the  head  which  affects  the  upper  stars  along  with  Liberty's  hair 
ribbon.  Wreath  has  4  large  berries.

This  variety  is  made  famous  by  the  two  extra  stars  on  the  reverse.  Instead  of 
13,  there  are  two  partial  stars  peeking  below  the  clouds  at  left  and  right.  Mag¬ 
nification  is  best  to  spot  them.  The  same  reverse  was  used  with  an  unover- 
dated  obverse  (B-4).

The  R  in  LIBERTY  is  dou¬ 
ble  cut  on  B-12  (this  same  obverse  paired  with  B-2  and  B-3),  while  on  the 
reverse  there  is  a  die  dot  inside  lower  point  of  E  in  UNITED  and  a  more 
prominent  die  flaw  at  lower  left  side  of  E  in  AMERICA  (both  diagnostic  for 
B-12).  Scarce.  (SEGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55)

5604  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Name  on  Base.  Type  of  Judd-60.  Plain  Edge. 

PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  Restrike.  Eagle  flies  “onward  and  upward”  on  the 
reverse  of  this  well  made  specimen,  a  coin  that,  while  it  has  some  minor  hair¬ 
lining  and  scattered  marks,  is  genuinely  attractive.  Mintage  has  been  esti¬ 
mated  between  1,000  and  2,000  with  experts  disagreeing,  as  they  often  do 
since  the  mint  did  not  keep  detailed  records  in  the  1830s. 

Preparations  to  resume  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  were  begun  soon  after  the 
enactment  of  the  Law  of  1834,  as  it  was  anticipated  that  the  fineness  of  stan¬ 
dard  silver  would  be  changed.  The  dies  for  the  dollar  were  executed  by  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht  from  an  obverse  design  of  Liberty  seated  by  Thomas  Sully  and 
a  reverse  flying  eagle  modeled  upon  that  ofTidan  Peale’s. 

In  preparing  the  reverse  die  Gobrecht  eliminated  the  arrows  and  branches 
from  the  eagle’s  claws  as  “contrary  to  nature  and  good  taste.”  Instead  of  the 
13  stars  of  equal  size  arranged  stiffly  in  line  around  the  obverse  edge,  he  used 
a  constellation  of  26  stars,  equal  to  the  number  of  states,  distributed  irregu¬ 
larly  over  the  sky  supposed  to  seem  beyond  the  eagle. 

According  to  a  letter  by  Edward  Cogan,  published  in  the  American  Journal 
of  Numismatics  in  June  1867,  Mr.  Patterson,  the  director  of  the  Mint,  was 
so  highly  pleased  with  the  workmanship  of  the  dies  that  he  insisted  that  Gob¬ 
recht  should  have  his  name  upon  it.  In  accordance  with  the  request,  Gob¬ 
recht  inserted  it  between  the  date  and  the  base  of  the  design.  “The  press  in 
discussing  the  merits  of  this  pattern  piece,  made  some  uncalled  for  remarks 
about  the  conceited  German  putting  his  name  so  conspicuously  on  the  coin, 
and  it  hurt  the  old  gentleman’s  feelings  so  much,  that  he  immediately  after 
reading  this  criticism,  took  his  name  off  the  die.  Mr.  Patterson,  however,  still 
insisted  that  it  should  be  on  the  dollar  and  it  was  then  put  on  the  base  of  the 
figure  of  Liberty,  but  in  such  small  letters  as  to  be  scarcely  discernible  to  the 
naked  eye”  (the  variety  offered  here).

Liber¬ 
ty  and  eagle  are  frosted.

5608  1850-0  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  The  Childs  Collection 

Specimen.  Faint  traces  of  luster  around  legends  and  devices;  mottled  old- 
gray  toning  with  a  faint  old  fingerprint  on  the  left  side  (obverse).  Excepting 
the  neck  on  the  eagle,  all  devices  are  sharp.  Mintage  was  only  40,000  at  this 
mint  this  year.  In  fact,  New  Orleans  struck  Seated  Dollar  on  4  separate  occa¬ 
sions  and  that  is  all:  1846-0,  1850-0,  1859-0,  and  1860-0.  Most  Seated 
coinage  took  place  at  the  home  mint  in  Philadelphia.  Years  ago  noted  numis¬ 
matic  scholar  Bruce  Lorich,  who  at  the  time  was  one  of  the  numismatic 
researchers  for  Bowers  and  Ruddy,  composed  a  detailed  account  of  1850-O’s 
rarity  in  all  grades,  listing  auction  appearances  and  the  lack  of  definitive 
information  available  up  to  that  point.  People  read  his  report  and  made  note 
of  it.  Today,  the  1850-0  is  acclaimed  to  be  an  important  issue,  as  well  it 
should  be!

5609  1859-0  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  well  struck  example  of  this  pop¬ 

ular-date  Seated  Dollar,  all  stars  on  the  left  side  sharp  while  those  on  the  right 
are  slightly  rounded.  Both  shields,  however,  have  superb  detail,  as  does  Lib¬ 
erty  and  the  eagle,  neither  of  which  shows  the  least  bit  of  weakness  in  their 
respective  strikes.  Light  gray  toning  with  amber-gold  sheen  to  it.  A  gem. 

Silver  Dollars  circulated  very  little  in  this  period,  except  in  California  where 
quantities  were  shipped  beginning  in  1854  as  small  change.  Shipments  east¬ 
ward  of  California  gold  forced  down  the  world  price  of  gold  reckoned  in  sil¬ 
ver  dollars,  raising  the  price  of  silver  versus  gold  dollars  to  a  level  which  made 
silver  dollars  worth  over  face  value  in  bullion.  Depositors  henceforth  hoard¬ 
ed  silver,  sending  little  to  the  Mint  for  coinage.  Bullion  dealers  and  specula¬ 
tors  exported  many  coins  and  melted  many  more.  However,  a  sizeable  num¬ 
ber  of  Seated  Dollars  was  coined  at  the  mint  at  New  Orleans  in  1859  and 
again  in  1860,  though  these,  too,  were  soon  exported  with  the  onset  of  the 
war  between  the  North  and  the  South  (1861-65).

A  similar  defect  or  perhaps  in  this 
case  a  shallow  scratch  from  the  eagle’s  right  claw  to  below  the  mintmark  is 
mentioned  for  accuracy.  In  all  there  were  20,000  1859-S  Seated  Dollars 
made,  the  first  year  that  this  mint  issued  a  Silver  Dollar.  (San  Francisco  did¬ 
n’t  coin  Seated  Dollars  again  until  1870-3.)

Semiprooflike 
striations  are  the  norm  in  this  period.  We’ve  seen  few  1861-64  Seated  Dollars 
in  Uncirculated  condition,  but  those  which  do  survive  rarely  show  the  standard 
mint  frostiness.

We  suppose  the  ‘65’  grade 
wasn’t  assigned  due  to  the  few  little  hairlines  in  the  field.  The  surface  is 
almost  completely  untouched  by  color  or  toning  except  at  the  extreme  edge 
on  both  sides,  which  is  now  amber-brown  in  its  hue.  Proofs  comprised  only 
700  pieces  in  1875.

From  the  stars  to  Liberty,  the  letters 
in  the  legends  to  the  detailed  eagle  with  its  many  feathers  and  scimitar-curved 
claws,  the  coin  deserves  its  high  standing,  its  Mint  State  64  assignment. 


1878  was  the  last  year  Trade  Dollars  were  minted  for  circulation.  They’d 
never  been  popular  and  what's  worse,  they  caused  complete  confusion  when, 
after  1875,  they  began  circulating  in  America,  which  there  was  no  intention 
they  would.  So  the  mint  establishment  withdrew  the  issue,  striking  only  a  few 
proofs  for  collectors  until  1883.  Finally,  in  1887,  four  years  beyond  actual 
coinage  of  Trade  Dollars,  the  congress  got  around  to  abolishing  this  experi¬ 
ment  in  an  international  trade  coin.

that  were  it  put  in  a  darkened  room  it  could  be  found  by  its  moon-bright, 
almost  unearthly  glow.

This  is  the  first  of  several  1878-dated  varieties.  As  is  common  with  first-year 
issues,  the  mint  struggled  to  produce  an  acceptable  design  and  dies  with 
acceptable  striking  features  that  did  not  damage  the  steel  or  cause  the  dies 
undue  wear.  A  problem  developed  over  the  number  of  tail  feathers,  odd  as  it 
seems.  The  first  variety  has  8.  Later  this  was  reduced  to  7  feathers,  but  there 
are  a  number  of  dies  known  where  there  is  an  overlap  of  tail  feathers,  some 
saying  7  over  8,  others  insisting  the  dies  are  merely  one  hubbing  struck  into 
another.  The  1878  8  Tail  Feathers  is  desirable  in  gem  Mint  State  65  condi¬ 
tion,  of  course.

“weak”  refers  to  the  limitation  of  detail  in  the  eagles  tail  feathers.  It  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  strike  which  is,  we  should  quickly  point  out,  very  sharp 
indeed!  Numerous  reverses  were  employed  with  the  7/8  tail  feathers  rehub- 
bing  when  used  to  strike  the  issue  of  1878.  Some  have  the  overlapping  feath¬ 
ers  clearly  delineated  while  others,  of  which  this  is  an  example,  show  less 
detail,  although  it  doesn’t  take  a  magnifying  glass  to  see  the  few  scattered 
remnants  below.  Not  rare,  but  then  also  not  overly  common,  especially  in 
choice  Mint  State  64  condition.

The 
branch  mint  at  Carson,  Nevada  began  striking  Morgan  Dollars  in  1878, 
along  with  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco.  Dollars  with  the  coveted  “CC 
mintmark  continued  to  be  made  until  the  mint  was  abolished  after  1893.  In 
every  year  without  exception  the  coinage  totaled  far  fewer  than  most  of  the 
other  branches.  This  was  due  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the  establishment  as 
well  as  to  competition  from  San  Francisco  for  profitable  bullion  deposits.

Vestal  was 
then  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights,  and  Mea¬ 
sures,  and  his  backing  was  believed  essential.

from  the  price  realized. 

Superior  may  at  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  make 
loans  or  advances  to  Consignors  and/or  Bidders. 

Superior  may  bid  for  its  own  account  at  any  auction. 
Bidder  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  Superior  may  not  be 
required  to  pay  a  Buyer’s  Commission,  or  other  charges 
that  other  Bidders  may  be  required  to  pay  and  may  have 
access  to  information  concerning  the  lot(s)  that  is  not  oth¬ 
erwise  available  to  the  public.  Any  claimed  conflict  of 
interest  or  claimed  competitive  advantage  resulting  there¬ 
from  is  expressly  waived  by  all  participants  in  the  Sale. 

Lot(s)  may  carry  a  Reserve.  A  Reserve  is  a  confidential 
price  or  bid  below  which  the  Auctioneer  will  not  sell  an 
item  or  will  re-purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  for 
Superior.

and/or  the  auction,  except  where  such  reimbursement  is 
otherwise  authorized  in  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Sale.

Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Consignor,  any  secured  party 
of  the  Consignor,  or  Consignor's  assigns,  as  the  case  may 
be,  until  the  lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Bidder.
